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Astrology for the Home 


D a few hundred years ago a 


Persian poet, moved by that same spirit 
of vulgar irreverence which now and then 
barbs our modern world, sat down and 
wrote a little poem about an astrologer. 


“What could he know of sky and stars, or 
heaven’s all hidden life, 

Who did not see in his own house the 
knave that kissed his wife?” 


Today’s astrologer too may tend to focus 
all-out attention on the progress of wars, 
the death of kings, the destiny of the globe 
and the spiritual ascent of man. We are 
living in a time of national peril and of 
stern need for that idealism which is too 
wise to throw away the lantern of experi- 
ence. However, we must not forget that 
our nation is founded on the homes of 
the people; to neglect the foundation is to 
bring down the roof. There is no place, 
then, so immediately important to the aver- 
age person as the home. The good home 
produces fine men and women fit to build 
the future of a great nation; the bad one 
sharpens the darts “of crime, horror, 
folly.” 

In a world at war the good family must 
send its young men into armed conflict, 
pay heavy taxes, invest heavily in govern- 
ment bonds, work longer and harder, must 
forget wants and pare needs to the bone. 
But ahove all, it must be a better family 
than ever before. As the tangible posses- 
sions become less, the true values of family 
life must be developed if the greater Amer- 
ica of the post-war world is to be. Every- 
one knows how difficult it is for a student 
to learn good English if he does not hear 
it spoken at home; but how much more 
handicapped the youth who has not been 
reared in a wholesome physical, mental 
and moral home atmosphere. To use. 
astrology in the home is not to dwarf a 


A stamp a day- 
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noble science, but to serve mankind where 
it lives—day by day and in this spot of 
here and now. 

If we are charged only with personal 
and family responsibilities, all the more 
need for us to know how best to manage 
what does come within our scope. Many of 
us are unable to read complete horoscopes 
but all of us can use a growing knowledge 
of astrology to improve everyday life as 
well as to understand the larger choices of 
destiny. Any one who has enough interest 
in the subject to be reading this article 
can learn to use an ephemeris, to watch the 
planetary aspects as they form and to 
apply the general information thus gath- 
ered to his own needs. Anyone who is 
really interested in himself and in other 
people can learn to set up an equilibrium 
or sunrise map and to interpret the broader 
meanings at least of its aspects. And you 
may be sure that having progressed thus 
far you will be ready to understand transits" 
and their effects. These elementary steps 
in astrology present no mathematical 
stumbling blocks, yet are able to provide 
us with a great deal of information about 
ourselves, our companions, and our rela- 
tions with the world in which we live. I 
know of not one person who has learned 
this much of astrology and then laid it 
aside as worthless. The opponents of 
astrology do not come from the ranks of 
those who know enough to use it. 

If you would like to have some idea of 
what you may expect to learn before un- 
dertaking the study in a big way, you 
would be much interested in a little book 
by Elizabeth Aldrich, called The Daily Use 
of the Ephemeris. Written simply enough 
for the beginner, this is one of the best 
introductions to astrology because it shows 
ways to benefit immediately from each bit 
of knowledge gained. The way to learn 
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astrology is to use it every day—watch 
what happens under the various aspects 
‘ and gradually you will be able to distin- 
guish the pattern woven in life before your 
eyes by the vari-colored threads of the 
planets. 

There are times to do things of impor- 
tance; and other times when we may be 
compelled to learn how not to do them. 
And in more ordinary matters it pays to 
watch the prevailing planetary weather. 
For instance, you want to go shopping. If 
you wish to buy a necessity, something 
which must be durable and of good quality, 
look for a good Saturn aspect; if it is a 
luxury a favorable Jupiter helps you to get 
a good value though not a low price. Venus 
favors your finding becoming clothing or 
really pleasing decorative objects; a good 
aspect between Venus and Neptune adds 
glamour, that intangible something which 
lifts life above the humdrum. If you see 
Mercury well aspected on the day you 
plan your shopping trip, well and good. 
But if he is afflicted by Mars you will 
wear out your energy, perhaps lose your 
temper or let some aggressive salesman tell 
you what you want. Afflicted by Saturn, 
you may find the best choices either gone 
yesterday or coming in tomorrow and 
when you start home dog-tired you don’t 
get a seat in the streetcar. (This is a mod- 
ern version—it used to be the day you got 
a flat tire five miles from the nearest ‘ga- 
rage.) Afflicted by Uranus, you bring home 
five articles and return four tomorrow, or 
you bump into some acquaintance and 
maybe go to a movie. Five minutes before 
dinner time you stroll in and hubby says 
“For heaven’s sakes, where have you 
BEEN? I'm starved.” Afflicted by Jupi- 
ter: you’d better take only so much cash 
with you or you'll splurge on something 
you can’t afford. Afflicted by Neptune: of 
course YOU never bring home a suit that 
bleeds dye in the first rain, nor stockings 
that fit like gunnysacks or spring runs, nor 
get taken in by a slick sales talk, nor 
absent-mindedly lose your purse—but 
other people quite often do. 

In the arrangement of home tasks too, 
it pays to heed the daily aspects, espe- 
cially those formed to your own planets. 
A favorable Mars speeds all tasks requir- 
ing physical energy without waste of time 


or strength—but you’d be surprised how 
much of a Mars discord you can take out 
on a hard scrubbing job. Try it next time 
you feel like pinning the family ears back! 
A favorable Saturn helps to accomplish 
scheduled tasks, to finish old business or 
to plan the budget wisely. Saturn dis- 


cordant sees that you budget only one — 


direction—down—and that you get a red 
face for something you should have done 
but didn’t. If you plan to entertain, choose 
a time when Venus is well aspected and is 
also in favorable relation to your own 
planets. Jupiter inclines to betterment of 
your surroundings and to a gay and cheer- 
ful home. 

In bringing up the children, too, astrol- 
ogy can give you a great deal of practical 
assistance. Parents cften despair of making 
anything out of their, little savages, but 
should understand that the child will grow 
according to his own nature and in his 
own good time. Much of the nagging, 
worry and fretfulness hurts the children 
even more than it does us. And in the end 
it is seen to be so unnecessary. There is 
more truth than ingratitude in the state- 
ment of the youth who had his natal 
Moon affticted by Saturn, “I wasn’t raised, 
I was dragged up by the hair!” Children 
are often as different at birth as grownups, 
so need individual treatment. For in- 
stance, on the disputed question, To 
Spank, or Never to Spank, it is a good 
idea to look into the child’s chart. If he 
has a good Mars it is probably a kindness 
to get out the hairbrush and have things 
all over quickly; if he has Mars afflicted 
by Saturn, you can only pound cowardice 
and morbid rebellion into him, and heaven 
help you both if you rely on the infliction 
of pain to restrain the child with Mars 
afflicted by Neptune, for he already leans 
to delusions of persecution. 

The parent who sets his children ‘a good 
example, who furnishes outlets for special 
abilities and strives to overcome charac- 
ter defects with both firmness and kindly 
understanding will need have little worry : 
about the ultimate results of his training. 
Defective character is inherited, but most 
of it is produced by bad example in the 
home during ‘the first seven years of life. 
Patterns of selfishness, bad temper, dis- 
honesty, ignorance, destructiveness and ~ 
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violent non-cooperation are shown by af- 
flictions to the natal Moon and experienced 
in the formative period may take more 
than one lifetime to eradicate. 

We will assume that you are responsi- 
ble for at least your share in the success 
of your own home. The greatest triangle 
in the world, 89-cent romances to the con- 
trary, is that of the home—father, mother, 
children. Failure in any of these angles 
must distort all, nor can personal happi- 
ness be achieved by any at the expense of 
all. We may say, with Samuel Butler, 
that the ideal way to be born would be to 
be deposited in some warm sandy spot as 
an egg wrapped up in a thousand-pound 
note. But the Zodiac still contains Capri- 
corn and Cancer, Leo, along with Libra 
opposite to Aries. The basic principles of 
home life have not changed much since 
Mr. Neanderthal sallied forth with his club, 
expecting Mrs. Neanderthal to keep the 


cave warm, toast a mean steak, protect. 


the children from falling in the fire or 
being eaten by bears, and strictly on her 
own time to keep the rats from nesting in 
her best bedspread. While the modern 
factory, grasping commercial opportunity, 
has taken over much of the actual drudg- 
ety, a man still expects his wife to supply, 
or at least supervise, the family needs. 
And if Mrs. Eve doesn’t contrive to make 
Mr. Adam both contented and proud of 
his family she had better look out for his 
old sweetheart, Lilith. 

One of those cosmic complications that 
make life so interesting and so much of 
a gamble is the presence of two feminine 
forces in every man’s life, Venus and the 
Moon, woman as love and beauty, woman 
as home and mother. The lunar years of 
infancy indelibly fix the other image which 
will be subconsciously sought in maturity, 
but the natural period of mating is pre- 
sided over by Venus. The man who 
chooses the prettiest girl within reach often 
finds that she wears pretty clothes much 
better than she scrubs; while the one 
whose heart is reached via the stomach 
may tend to solace idle moments with vi- 
sions of some slim, golden odalisque. And 
many a young lady must ponder the hard 
fact that handsome men with hair and 
without bay windows are not usually able 
to lay the whole world at her feet. 


Right at this point, before you acquire 
any family, is a good time to look into 
your horoscope. We are all very much 
like the small boy hesitating too long over 
the candy display. Irritably, the store 
keeper says, “What do you want for your 
penny, the world with a fence around it?” 
And we say, “Well, let me look at it.” The 
sooner we see what the Moon and Venus 
or, in a woman’s case, the Sun and Venus, 
have to say about our emotional capital 
the better we shall be satisfied with what 
we can buy. And if we have long since 
made our choice and carried it home, it 
is a still better idea to know what basic 
needs of our own nature led us to decide 
upon our one jawbreaker or our ten jelly- 
beans. Because we always find that we 
did choose in accordance with the horo- 
scopic pattern. We need not now discuss 
the karmic reason, but we may well ask, 
“What does this have to do with happiness 
and success in the home?” 

Everything. The sooner men and 
women give up sighing over the three 
other roads they left behind at the cross- 
ing the more energy they will have for 
arriving somewhere on the one they did 
take, especially if they have loaded up the 
back seat of the old Ford with a few 
children. In a practice of national scope, 
I have never yet seen charts of an unhappy 
couple which did not have the appropriate 
discords in both life patterns. Yet almost 
every badly mated individual feels that 
he would shed all his troubles along with 
the despised mate, and once more being 
free could live in greatest felicity with 
another. How pernicious this idea really 
is can be demonstrated by sociological sta- 
tistics, which tell us that divorce often 
tends toward repetition, and worse yet, 
that the children of divorced couples have 
far less than average chance of making a 
happy home. These statistics are only 
another proof of astrological teaching— 
that outer strife can enter only through 
the cleft of our own inner discord. The 
individual with an afflicted Sun, Moon or 
fourth house must work to improve his 
home life, regardless of whom he marries, 
because that unhappy relation to his daily 
environment is as much a part of him as 
his eyes or nose. 
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Monogamy is undoubtedly the ideal 
marriage toward which humanity is in 
process of growth. That one man should 
mean all men to his. wife, and that one 
woman should mean all women to her 
husband, and that they should produce 
and nurture children more fine and noble 
with each passing generation is the inner 
meaning of marriage—but alas! We live 
only at our present evolutionary stage. 
So we must make allowances for the fact 
that our families are usually flawed and 
all too often broken. 

Even in well-endowed families, there 
are times of personal dissatisfaction or of 
crisis when the burdens of the world 
threaten to crush the roof tree. How 
human it is to blame the other fellow 
for our pain and sorrow, instead of seek- 
ing to understand the basic cause and to 
improve what can be improved, or to 
endure heroically what no one can help. 
Too many perfectly good marriages are 
thrown in the ashcan because no one takes 
the trouble to repair the little rough places 
before it is too late. 

Those who enjoy a happy marriage and 
a good home life may thank the benefic 
planetary influences which rule these de- 
partments of their lives, just as some other 
may enjoy wealth, power, talent or social 
prominence if they have strongly favorable 
planets ruling those sections of the chart. 
Somewhere in each life is Saturn, ruling 
discipline, sorrow and labor; somewhere is 
Mars, the flaming sword; somewhere 
Uranus, the wild revolutionary; somewhere 
Neptune, the insidious enchanter; some- 
where Pluto, the dark angel. If these stern 
and unrelenting forces dominate your 
home life you must not seek your life’s 
happiness there; rather learn to under- 
stand the conditions you must overcome 
in your development toward the perfect 
soul. And look to your Venus, wherever 
she may be placed, for the things that 
make life pleasant and beautiful, to Jupi- 
ter for good cheer and the gifts of for- 
tune, to the Moon for contentment, and 
to Mercury for lively interests. Wherever 


you find your Sun is placed you will find 
your greatest self-expression and his as- 
pects will show how and where it is to be 
attained. 

Just now, we are all interested in the 
interpretation of conditions around us. 


Astrology may not give perfect answers— 
but how rarely it doesn’t beat the experts 
a mile! How best can we adapt our private 
lives to conditions ahead of us in the next 
few years? The answers that were all 
right “befo’ de wah” will not be adequate 
now. For most of us feel that the world 
of today is strangely like that of the car. 
toon, “Born Thirty Years Too Soon,” 
Saturn and Uranus in the national ascep. 
dant and in the sign of communications, 
journeys and brethren, have forced us to 
return to methods of life common in oy 
parents’ day. Saturn with Uranus said 
“No more gadgets, old boy,” so we had to 
forget streamlined equipment, also that 
we were the “visitingest” nation on earth, 
As Saturn leaves Gemini and enters Cap 
cer on June 21, 1944, we may expect some 
improvement of our transportation and 
communications, some easing of the diff. 
culties now placed in the way of meet- 
ing with relatives or distant friends, but 
we need not expect to go back to our 
old easy ways until Saturn has passed on 
through the third house of the national 
chart, possibly after 1947. 

In the meantime, we may get some cold 
comfort from remembering how hard these 
past two years have been for our disap 
proving Aunt Matilda, who has had to put 
down her dirty cracks in writing or even 
walk clear to our house to do any worth- 
while meddling. We now have learned to 
get along with relatives (or quit speaking) 
and to find our neighbors more interesting 
than we would have thought possible as 
we drove away from the curb in our cats 
in those good old days. With Uranus still 
in Gemini for the next few years, we 
should appreciate the silver lining of this 
necessity for making friends close to home. 
Did I hear you say, “Neighbors and rela 
tives—what a bore!” Not if you use 
your astrology in getting to know the 
people around you. The astrologer con- 
firms the author who said, “There is@ 
novel in every life, no matter how humble 
or obscure.” : 

Education, too, has felt the heavy ft 
Stricting hand of Saturn and Urants. 
More people than ever before have beén 
learning new things, but the emphasis has 
been on suddenly needed practical skills. 
There is neither time nor money for the 
frills formerly considered necessary for the 
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werstuffed life. While feeling sorry 
mough for the young people who will 
ever now receive a college education, we 
wught to thank the conjunction of these 
tyo planets for our now difficult transition 
io a more sensible and highly socialized 
ducational system of the post war period. 
Within the next seven to fourteen years 
itis not too much to expect that young 
people of exceptional ability will be edu- 
ated by the state and that more colleges 
will become places of education instead of 
mete social shibboleths, If you have chil- 
dren to educate you are already looking for 
their place in the new order and wondering 
how best to fit them for it. Revolutionary 
ievelopments are to be expected in trans- 
portation, communications, commerce, in 
dectricity, in housing and home equip- 
nent, also in the production and distribu- 
ton of food and family needs, and in the 
powing socialization of our entire finan- 
tal system. Socialization in the sense that 
the wealth produced by the workers will 
be somewhat more equitably distributed 
than it has been in the former system now 
obsolete. It is no more reasonable to ex- 
pect this change to come through bloody 
revolution, however, than to deny that 
the reconstruction period following our 
Civil War also gave the common people a 
measure of improvement. in financial op- 
portunity. For Uranus is revolution only 
when the force of invention is pent up 
too long. We are in this war period de- 
stroying the old—and will be ready for 
the new. 

You will plan your daughter’s education, 
not with the prime motive of securing a 
financially solvent husband, but with the 
basic idea that marriage and the home are 
coming to another great transitional 
change in the direction of equality of the 
sexes. The dawning Aquarian Age will 
place emphasis first on human individuals, 
second on masculine and feminine and that 
age is not now far off as time goes. Not 
only will there be the usual surplus of 
women for some years after the war’s end, 
but world conditions will conspire to keep 
women independent of domestic burdens. 
Only those women who prefer domesticity 
will remain at home—if they can. Mar- 
fiage and even motherhood will not neces- 


garily mean home-making as a vocation; 


the pressure of society will be more in 
the direction of occupation outside the 
four walls of home and the sharing of men 
and women in the tasks of daily living. 

Why? Neptune in Libra during the 
next fourteen years makes the marriage tie 
a less tangible one, based on idealism 
rather than on compulsion. Already with 
Neptune yet to retrograde to the fourth 
degree of the sign, thousands of our young 
people are married, yet forced to long for 
a companion half a world away. Young 
women, young mothers, too, are earning 
their own living in factory or business 
while their husbands serve the nation. 
How true are these parties to their life- 
time vows? What keeps these marriages 
alive? Only the self-sacrifice, the lone- 
liness, the frustration and the idealism of 
that much-maligned: Visionary of the 
Zodiac, the planet Neptune. Should we 
think for one moment that in the next few 
years that the mere fact of marriage will 
settle anyone in life we are due for a rude 
awakening. Uranus in the sign of the 
home, Cancer, for the seven years follow 
ing 1949 will complete the revolution o/ 
the home now being prepared by Nep 
tune’s undermining of the solid institution 
of marriage as we have known it in the 
past. It will bé a wise marriage that 
knows its own status at any given moment 
Does this mean a period of widespread 
disillusion, of immorality? Yes, and No 
depending on whether one focuses atten- 
tion on an occasional Anglo-American set 
of quadruplets or on the thousands of 
faithful and anxious partners who value 
the true spiritual marriage which humanity 
seeks just as it seeks a just peace.

When did the astrono- 
mers disprove astrology? How did they 
do it? College professors blush. They 
know that storks bring babies, but what 
about astrology? What about the damned? 

It was once “explained that no planet 
could affect the birth of a child because 
the gravitational effect of the body of the 
delivering physician would be greater than 
that of a passing planet. There had been 
a fad since Newton’s discovery. Astrono- 
mers studied gravitation. All else was ex- 
cluded. 

WAR! Astronomers called into service, 
to teach and research. New discoveries. 
Celestial and electrical effects upon radio 
communication. Astronomy being trans- 
formed by government alchemists . . . from 
celestial mechanics to celestial electronics. 
Because of radio, celestial electronics 
cannot be damned.

Contrary 
to everything. Annoying. 

Astronomers’ telescopes failed to record 
seeming comet that came from Detroit to 
New York. It was one Paul G. Clancy, 
who arrived with exactly $5.00 capital. 
He created the first monthly astrology 
magazine in America. It grew and it grew. 
Other publishers entered the field. Soon 
it became a million dollar industry, and 
still it grows. Wealthy publishers entered 
the field. George Delacorte, Ned Pines, 
and William Delaney. Where there was 
one astrology magazine, there are a dozen 
astrology magazines. All doing very well. 
The astronomers were never able to con- 
vince the Post Office Department that 
astrology is a fraud. The Post Office De- 
partment permits you to practice astrology 
by mail if you can prove you have made a 
study of the subject. The great magazine 
distributing agencies refuse to bar astrol- 
ogy. Astrology is taught in the public 
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shool at Baldwin, L. I. by special permis- 
son of the New York State Board of 
Education. ETizabeth Wilson, of Scars- 
dale, N. Y., a student of mathematics and 
ology, mailed a questionnaire on the 
subject to people in Who’s Who. 33% 
replied. If all who did not answer are 
antagonistic to the subject, 27% still show 
an interest in astrology and kindred sub- 
27% of the whole. Possible 
isttonomical conclusion: 27% of the peo- 
in Who’s Who must be morons.

What causes the weather? 

Angles of celestial bodies. Angular re- 
lationship of earth and sun. . Not close 
proximity. When the earth is closest to 
the alleged fire of the sun, we in the north- 
ern hemisphere have winter and cold. An 
anglé, more important than millions of 
miles. An angle is admitted. Angles have 
been damned, for the whole study of 
astrology is one of celestial angles .. . 
an idea of the ancients. 

The Moon and sunspots interfere with 
radio reception. Magnetic fields. Celestial 
electronics. Sunspots cause northern lights 
and interrupted communications. Can’t 
mention in detail . . . comfort to enemy. 
Await end of war. What causes sunspots? 
Possibly electrical disturbances set up by 
planets. Further and further into the 
realms of the damned. Charles Fort would 
have been happy. He sponsored the 
damned . . . anything that was damned. 

In November 1941, Dr. Bart J. Bok, 
astronomer of the Harvard Observatory, 
spoke at the American Museum of Natural 
History. He said astrology should be inves- 
tigated by science, that we should learn 
what is true and what is false . . . acci- 
dental mention of the damned. Attempt 
by organized astronomy to suppress 
speech. Calls made on astrology maga- 
zines. They would be sued if they pub- 
lished real speech. Substitute speech con- 
demning astrology prepared and published 
as summary of original by Sky Magazine 
at Harvard. Stenographic copy of original 
speech published by American Federation 
of Scientific Astrologers in spite of threats 
of suit. No suit. 

New Organization . . . The Foundation 
for the Study of Cycles. Big names .. . 
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Shapley of Harvard . . . Abbot of Smith- 
sonian. Big prizes for new cycles... 
undamned cycles only. Damned cycles not 
accepted. If cycle is astrological . . , no 
prize. Fear of Excommunication, perhaps. 
WANTED: Cycles that do not coincide 
with planets. Take planetary cycles to 
Tibet. Shapley and Abbott know that 
storks bring babies. 

War in Missouri! Astronomers sponsor 
bill to outlaw astrology. Astrologers Guild 
of America fights bill. Astrologers win. Bill 
defeated. Astronomers lose. A victory for 
the damned. 


Statistics 


Now we get down to business. The 
foundation of all science is statistics and 
the theory of probability. Statistics is a 
mathematical formulae for interpreting 
facts and evaluating proof. In statistics, 
there is no absolute proof of anything. 
All proof is relative. It is ‘mathematically 
evaluated. It gets down to percentages. 
When a mathematician says the proba- 
bility is .001, he means 1/10th of 1%. 
There is never any certainty. The closest 
you ever get to certainty is when yot say 
IF and ON THE AVERAGE. Although 
astrology has never been scientifically or 
statistically proved by any scientific body, 
its followers say they find it useful. It’s 
that way with statistics, Although statistics 
and its theories are beyond possible proof, 
because proof implies going to infinity, 
which we can never do, scientists find the 
theory of statistics useful, and in this they 
are like the astrologers . . . except in one 
very important respect. Statistics is not 
of the realm of the damned. 

The damned and the undamned walk 
together, Astrology is now being invésti- 
gated statistically. This has been going 
on for several years. Astro-Statistics is a 
statistical publication dealing with the 
damned. The Astrologers Guild of America 
is out to make astrology a statistically 
supported subject. What mathematicians 
call positive results have been obtained. 
72,000 planetary measurements were made 
in connection with one experiment with 
marriage dates taken from Who’s Who. 
Angles again. People tend to marry when 
planets are at right angles to the position 
of the planets at the time of birth. Similar 
phenomenon where divorces are concerned. 
Also where deaths are concerned. Angles 


. . . Square aspects . . . celestial energies? 
Do people just do things under square 
aspects? All kinds of things? Is it celestial 
initiative? Random dates tested in lives 
of same people did not show similar re 
sults. Are there unstable moments of time 
when people just have to do things? Are 
other moments of time just inert? 

It was the Astrologers Guild of America 
that won the legal fight against the astron. 
omers in Missouri. It is possible that the 
astronomers would like to destroy the 
name of astrology, and set up a new namé 
in its place . . . making this their own 
child. Astronomy itself originally grew out 
of astrology. All of the early astronomers 
were astrologers. There was no other 
astronomy. Then, in accord with the 
materialistic doctrine, astronomy pulled 
away, developed as strictly a materialistic 
science, carefully excluding all that did 
not fit into a materialistic doctrine, and 
went high hat. The astronomers describe 
themselves as noble, theirs as the noble 
science, 

The Astrologers Guild of America will 
fight to retain the word astrology. They 
will probably oppose any attempt by 
astronomy to develop its own astrology 
under a new name, while calling the kettle 
black. Fhe Guild is not a new organiza- 
tion. It was organized back in April 1927, 
and is the oldest active astrological organi- 
zation. It is four years older than the old- 
est astrology magazine now on newsstands, 
For long, the association struggled with 
little in the way of financial support, until 
Clancy Publications began donating $500 
a month toward expenses. Realizing the 
need for organized and well conducted 
research, other astrology magazines joined 
the procession. There were new united 
efforts. Some magazines began throwing 
out advertising that was not considered 
too respectable. Much wider research is 
planned . . . a program covering years. 

Undoubtedly, some things that some 
astrologers have heretofore believed are 
being disproved. Statistics are taking 
much of the absoluteness out of astrology, 
although few astrologers have been of the 
fatalistic variety in recent times. It has 
been found possible, for example, to find 
a man who was married under any com 
bination of planets anyone wishes to name.

The indications are now that of the five 
men charted here, Thomas Edmund Dewey 
will receive the Republican nomination for 
President at Chicago in July. 

By noting the “Motive” measurements 
of the birth names included in this Chart, 
it will be seen that Candidates Stassen, 
Bricker and Warren all share the No. 3. 

Here are three individuals, in the same 
field of politics, having different back- 
grounds and experience, but all motivated 
with personal and realistic ambitions. Of 
course, their viewpoints of life, of them- 
selves, thef# public opportunities, the world 
scene, differ, but only on minor phases. In 
the main, they desire the same thing and 
that is that they as individuals, personali- 
ties, may attain one of the greatest posi- 
tions in public and political life as the ful- 
filment of a picture of success which they 
have consistently kept in mind throughout 
their public careers. 

The No. 3 as IDEALTY or motive gives 
usually great efficiency of thought, powers 
of observation, constructive criticism and a 
natural impatience of other people that 
lack ambition and of situations which lack 
opportunity for advancement. 
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In other aspects of their characters and 
reactions a broader difference can be found, 
astrologically, by their different planetary 
setups, and numerologically by the differ- 
ence in their Expression or method num- 
bers, and in the Path of Life or Destiny 
numbers. 

Governor Bricker, however, has the 3 
repeated as the measurements of his meth- 
ods and every-day Expression. Therefore 
he will express his ideas well, and draw 
considerable attention to himself in doing 
this. There is here a natural desire to ex- 
press individual ideas and to prove the 
truth of his standards, and at the same time 
a natural ability for succeeding actually in 
this in everyday expression. Steadying in- 
fluences and association both in his private 
and public life, and which are quite con- 
stant from his thirtieth birthday, have or- 
ganized, restrained and developed into sen- 
sible reforms a great many of his original 
ideas and ideals which, under the measure- 
ment of the 3’s, might have been visionary 
even if brilliant. 

Governors Warren and Stassen, while 
sharing the ambitious 3 motive, have also 
a little similarity in their daily Expressions, 
the way they carry out their ideas and build 
up a personality before the public. Nu- 
merologically, this similarity is around the 
repetition of the No. 7 (11-7) or (9) for 
Stassen, 7 for Warren. 

This gives to both parties a feature of 
reserve, secrecy, restraint, reflectiveness. 
It also gives some dramatic ability which 
means some type of “theatre” in their pub- 
lic utterances. 

The scope of general expression is greater 
in the case of Stassen than Warren. There 
is greater emotion, more tendency to em- 
ploy a humanistic and emotional appeal, 
to make more bid for action and popular- 
ity in the (11-7) 9 Expression of Stassen.

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success, has a destiny somewhat governed 
by chance. In some cases his biographers 
could call him a “victim of circumstances” 
and so he has had to become more and 
more of an opportunist in handling his 
public career. (5 Path of Life.) 

Governor Stassen has his progress 
through life a little more under the control 
of his ambition, will and decision. Very 
definite adherence to hard work, physical 
and mental, to the learning and practice 
of organization, has had to proceed his 
greater emergence as a personality since 
1936. He is likely to stay long in the 
field of politics and public reform. (Path 
of Life, 7.) 

When we consider the motivating im- 
pulses, ideals and ideas of Justice Roberts 
(Motive 9) and Governor Dewey (Motive 
7) we have quite a different element and 
purpose to deal with. These two men, 
quite different in their backgrounds, in 
their experience which has been gained in 
generations much farther apart psychologi- 
cally than in a matter of years—have still 
one great factor in common. In their view- 
point of life, their relation to society and 
to public office, they are both capable of 
sacrificing their smaller personal ambitions 
to principle. 

Both these candidates would have in 
mind reforms particularly affecting public 
education and social relationships to pro- 
mote a greater democratic freedom. They 
could hardly be guilty of expedient com- 
promises for the greater and easier success 
of personal ambitions. 

The charts of Justice Roberts (Expres- 
sion 6) and Governor Dewey (Expression 
22-6 or (1) tell that in everyday expres- 
sion of their talents, ideas and abilities, 
there would be a common note—thorough- 
ness, adherence .to conventional standards, 
to the letter as well as to the spirit of 
the law. 

Governor Dewey would amplify this 
conservatism by a greater dynamic factor 
in speech and action. This is indicated by 
the 22 which is seen attached to the 
same aptitude shared by Justice Roberts. 


A decided undercurrent of public service 
with a large measure of impartial judgment, 
human sincerity and power to influence 
people, Governor Dewey is destined to 
emerge as an outstanding and successful 
personality in public life. 


The Numerological reasons for predict- 
ing his nomination in July gather round 
the calculation that in this year he receives 
a high honor, fulfilling a progress over 
the last nine years. In the years 1937 and 
1942 he was successful with the bids he 
made for advancement in public office, and 
in 1944 he should gain greater nationwide 
approval under the “Personal Year Vibra- 
tion” of 9—the broadest symbol of public 
service. 

It is both interesting and natural that 
in this Presidential election year we should 
continue our search for the next great na- 
tional figure among the men who will be 
aspiring to some new political position. 

It may be that we shall be unable to 
find among any of the prominent personali- 
ties any who can be marked as a modern 
Washington or a modern Lincoln. How- 
ever, the search must proceed so that when 
one is found the analyst and the student in 
cosmic science may encourage the public 
to study his character, his principles and 
to support his candidacy. 

As previously stated, such a leader must 
be one who by his instinctive sense of 
human and life values can restate the ethi- 
cal individualism, the non-partisan public 
education, morality, economy, that can lead 
to a national program for the future that 
will stand as a bulwark against the rising 
tide of decadency, of human regimentation 
and olitical bureaucracy which threatens 
to blanket democracy for the rest of the 
century. 


To establish similar potentials in the 
Motives, Methods, Aptitudes, Destiny of 
two or more individual charts, it is only 
necessary to find the same measurements 
in the same sector of the complete names 
as given at birth and the month, day and 
year of birth. 

Potentials themselves within the sub- 
conscious and conscious self are not a guar- 
antee of their higher development in actual 
expression. Early environments may en- 
courage, direct or divert potentials, just 
as later opportunities and association may 
also express or frustrate them. 

The Numerological Character and Life 
charts of Washington and Lincoln, which 
are given later in this article and will 
probably be reprinted in future articles, 
can be used as a pattern against which to 
check the name and life numbers of the 
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individual men that are judged in this re- 
search. re” 

The first reaction that one is likely to 
get in any attempt to select some promi- 
nent man as a hero, as one likely to be a 
great figure in future history, as being des- 
tined to pick up and carry forward the 
torch of freedom for the peoples of the 
world, is to be assailed by both his social 
and political enemies as well as his domes- 
tic neighbors who know him too well, or 
so they think. 

Should such a man be holding a politi- 
cal office at the time, thousands would be 
ready to go on record against his handling 
of some past emergency, his promotion and 
support of some measure of reform, or even 
to point to his background or an early 
affiliation with questionable groups. 

In this search for a man of outstanding 
character, achievement, and world states- 
manship, a worthy successor of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln, it is well to recall that 
those leaders had plenty of difficulty and 
plenty of enemies who were too close to 
the actual events to see the true greatness 
which was the essence of their decisions. 
This greatness has survived in their fame, 
while personalities and public opinion have 
been forgotten. 

“During a war,” it has been rightly said, 
“there can be no democracy.” This is self- 
evident; but the American people know 
that prior to the War and even to the New 


Deal, materialistic, unethical finance, edu- 
cation and entertainment for profit had 
thrust the torch of liberty further and 
further into the hands of undemocratic 
power groups from which it now has to be 
retrieved. : 

Only a leadership of a stature equal to 
that of a Washington or a Lincoln can 
provide the courage and fearlessness from 
its own character and inspire the support 
of the people in an attack upon communis- 
tic bureaucracy as well as upon old rugged, 
selfish individualism that was back of the 
revival of fascism. 

When such an individual is found, he 
may not be occupying a high office in the 
nation. He may not even be in Congress 
or within thousands of miles of Washing- 
ton. Perhaps he may be a man who has 
distinguished himself in the lower ranks 
of the War department, in municipal man- 
agement, in the legal profession; in indus- 
try or just plain business. 

In fact, it would be much more likely 
to find him a somewhat obscure figure, for 
if he were otherwise he would probably be 
tarred with the same brush of old ideas 
which have contributed so much to the 
causes of the present World War. 

In a speech given in January, 1838, 
Abraham Lincoln must have been thinking 
along these lines. This great American was 
only twenty-nine at the time, but he 
showed very plainly the breadth and depth

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of his vision, that he understood the kind 
of leadership that America would need a 
hundred years in the future as well as the 
kind of public intelligence to give it sup- 
port. Wisdom has no time limits. 

He said, “Many great and good men, 
sufficiently qualified for any task they 
should undertake, may ever be found whose 
ambition would aspire to nothing beyond a 
seat in Congress, a gubernatorial or presi- 
dential chair; but such belong not to the 
family of the lion or the tribe of the eagle. 
What, think you, these places would sat- 
isfy an Alexander, a Caesar, or a Napo- 
leon? Never! Towering genius disdains 
the beaten track. It seeks regions hith- 
erto unexplored. It denies that it is glory 
enough to serve under any chief. It scorns 
to tread in the footsteps of any predecessor 
however illustrious.” 

“Our ancestors were pillars of the tem- 
ple of liberty; and now that they have 
crumbled away that temple must fall un- 
less we, their descendants, supply their 
places with other pillars hewn from the 
solid quarry of sober reason .. . Passion 
has helped us, but can do so.no more, It 
will in future be our enemy. Reason— 
cold, calculating, unimpassioned reason 
—must furnish all the materials for future 
support and defense. Let these materials 
be molded into general intelligence, sound 
morality, a reverence for the Constitution ; 
and that we improved to the last that we 
remained free to the last.” 

When one applies the techniques and 
measurements of the cosmic sciences of 
Astrology and Human engineering to the 
analysis of character, to the interpretation 
of life patterns, to the analysis of the 
causes underlying current events and to 
a prediction of world trends, “cold, cal- 
culating, unimpassioned reason” and not 
superstition or emotionalism, are used.

Robert Reud grows tight-lipped, 
resorts to evasive action when pressed 
about his birthday. This eccentric 
conduct stymies his random biogra- 
pher, for by Reud’s own credo any 
comprehensive estimate of his achieve- 
ments must hinge on the date of his 
initiation, even its hour and minute. 
He confesses that he is a Virgo which, 
in astral reckoning, means that he 
was born between Aug. 24 and Sept. 
23, then handcuffs the historian by 
adding that no true Virgo pops off 
about the time of his nativity. 

As co-producer of the first named, 
solo manager of the second, Mr. Reud 
currently is rejoicing in the success of 
“Ramshackle Inn” and “The Two 
Mrs. Carrolls.” Neither of these 
plays excited any critical hosannas yet 
both have flowered at the box office 
in lush and prosperous fashion. Pro- 
fessionals, even while conceding the 
fiscal pull of ZaSu Pitts and Elisa- 
beth Bergner, are mildly baffled by 
the uncommon stamina of both plays. 
To Reud their good fortune was in- 
evitable. They were placed in re- 
hearsal, brought to New York, at 
moments when the Reud horoscope 
indicated that he was well-nigh invul- 
nerable. . 
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Shubert, in a spasm of benevolence, 
proposed that he curtail the prelimi- 
nary tour of “Ramshackle Inn” to a 
week in Boston that he might avail 
himself of the Royale Theatre. Reud 
scorned the suggestion. His astral map 
disclosed that did “Ramshackle Inn” 
open in New York before Jan. 1 it 
was fated for the tumbril. To fore- 
stall such folly his solution reached 
the heretic proportions of laying the 
company off a week, invading such 
rarely visited tryout spots as Nor- 
folk and Richmond.

Indeed, he is perhaps the most de- 
vout student of astrology now prac- 
ticing in the theatre. A protégé of 
the late Evangeline Adams, he has 
a gentle tolerance for scoffers who 
look upon astrology as celestial voo- 
doo. When his brothers in the trade 
are tormented by the occupational 
risks which beset a producer on the 
brink of an opening, Reud scans the 
solar system, plows through the 
Zodiac, and keeps an eye on Leo, the 
sign which rules the theatre, to say 
nothing of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

It was Reud who stayed the hand 
of Gertrude Lawrence when, in the 
early summer of 1940, she was about 
to sign a season’s contract with John 
Golden. He urged a six weeks’ delay, 
assured her that within that interval 
she would win, from a wholly un- 
expected source, an assignment des- 
tined to be the juiciest of her career. 
Within five weeks Moss Hart came 
into her dressing room with the first 
draft of “Lady in the Dark.” As- 
trology, Mr. Reud says convincingly, 
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is an exact mathematical science, its 
maxims as fixed and immutable as the 
law of the Medes and the Persians.

CALENDAR

WHY WE HAVE LEAP YEAR 


Every fourth year having an extra 
day is called Leap Year because dur- 
ing the twelve months following Feb. 
29th a date “leaps over” or skips a 
day of the week, causing dates to fall 
two days later in the week instead of 
just one. Whenever the number of 
the year is divisible by four, with the 
exception of century years not divisi- 
ble by 400, an extra day at the end of 
February is introduced. 

The ordinary year of 365 days con- 
tains 52 weeks and one day. This 
extra day causes a particular date to 
fall one day later in the week than 
during the previous year. But when 
there is a leap year, which contains 
52 weeks and two days, any date in 
the twelve months after Feb. 29th 
falls two days later in the week in- 
stead of just one. New Year's day, 
for example, was on Friday in 1943, 
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and on Saturday in 1944, but in 1945 
it will skip Sunday and fall on Mon- 
day. 

Leap Year was introduced because 
the earth does not turn on its axis an 
exact number of times during one en- 
tire revolution around the sun. In the 
Julian calendar, inaugurated by Julius 
Caesar in 45 B.C., the year was as- 
sumed to contain 365% days, or 365 


_ days and 6 hours. 


The extra hours cannot be included 
in the year until they have accumu- 
lated to a whole day. By the advice 
of the astronomer Sosigenes, Caesar 
decreed that the Roman year should 
consist normally of 365 days, but that 
every fourth year should contain 366 
days. 

The true period of the earth’s revo- 
lution around the sun is 365 days, 6 
hours, 9 minutes, 9.5 seconds. This 
Sidereal year is the time taken by the 
sun to complete the circuit of the 
heavens from a given star back to the 
Same star. 


The year which is used in everyday 
life, however, is one which depends on 
the seasons, Because of a slow wob- 
bling motion of the earth called pre- 
cession, the equinox moves gradually 
westward and the tropical year, that 
ts the interval between two successive 
arrivals of the sun at the vernal equi- 
nox, is about 20 minutes shorter than 
the sidereal year. Its length is 365 
days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 46 seconds. 
Thus, the average year in the Julian 
calendar was 11 minutes and 14 sec- 
onds, or 0.0078 day, too long. 

This error of 0.0078 day per year 
adds up to ome day in about 128 
years, or causes an error of about 
three days every 385 years. 


In the course of a thousand years 
the Julian calendar loses nearly eight 
‘davs. Pope Gregory XIII proposed a 
calendar reform which would make 
the date of the vernal equinox the 
same as in the year 325 A.D., at which 
time the Council of Nicaea decided 
upon the method of reckoning the 


_ date of Easter. 


Between 325 and 1582, the date of 
the vernal equinox had moved, in the 
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Julian calendar, from March 21 to 
March 11. The Pope directed that 
ten days be dropped from the calen- 
dar so that the vernal equinox would 
once again fall on March 21st. For 
people living in Catholic countries the 
day after Oct. 4, 1582 became Octo- 
ber 15th. Other countries gradually 
adopted this change. 

Since an error of about three days 
was introduced every 385 years by 
the Julian calendar, Pope Gregory 
XIII decreed that the rule of adding 
an extra day every fourth year should 
be followed except in the case of those 
century years whose number is not 
divided by 400. Thus the year 2000 
remains a leap year, but 2100, 2200, 
and 2300 will have only 365 days.

CHINESE ASTROLOGY

I find that in Chinese Astrology, 
according to the flavorsome autobiog- 
raphy of Pardee Lowe entitled Father 
and Glorious Descendant, Gemini is 
the sign sacred to the Tiger. The 
author relates the rituals connected 
with the celebration of his father’s 
“Great Birthday,” his sixty-sixth. One 
of these ceremonials is observed at 
the coming of dawn, with Gemini ris- 
ing. Elsewhere the author's mention 
of Mother’s Days occurrence on the 
following day establishes the birthday 
as coming when the Sun is somewhere 
near the middle of Taurus. Since at 
sunrise the rising sign is that which 
the Sun occupies, can you tell me how 
Gemini, which follows Taurus in the 
zodiac, can be rising just before dawn 
in the second week of May? One 
would expect Aries or the early de- 
grees of Taurus to be rising. The hour 
of this birthday ritual was chosen 
through Chinese Astrology; the ap- 
pointed hour: Gemini, the sign of the 
Tiger, was especially propitious. 

It may aid you to know that the 
ritual was an offering of delectable 
Chinese dishes presented by the hon- 
ored elderly one’s wife to departed 
ancestors. A rooftop was chosen for 
this benevolence.

“Tiger, I deduce. While the following 


sign of the Hare rose, breakfast was 
served, in which foods stimulating 
filial piety, fertility, and the plenti- 
tude of familiar affection were eaten. 
This enhances the American concep- 
tion of Cancer, the sign of the home. 
Notice that the rabbit, a very fertile 
creature, is the symbolical representa- 
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tive of the sign of the home. The 
Chinese of traditional ways believe it 
one’s duty to his parents to bear and 
bring up a large family. Filial piety 
and affection certainly are attributes 
belonging to the sign of the home. 
Skipping several signs, Lowe men- 
tions the gift exchanging that takes 
place as Capricorn, the cock, rises. 
During the ascension of this sign of 
prestige in the community, the im- 
mediate family of the honored one re- 
ciprocates the gifts of the hundreds of 
kinsmen and clansmen who attend. 
This is in keeping with the American 
astrological conception wherein the 
tenth sign is the indication of one’s 
standing in the community. In Chi- 
nese social and civic life, the family 
and clan are of far greater import 
than any other social group. The cock 
of Capricorn, or chanticleer who an- 
nounces his worth to the community, 
is companioned by the gift recipro- 
cator’s material expression of grati- 
tude for his being so munificently 
recognized as being of worth. 


Other interesting references to Chi- 
nese Astrology are found in this in- 
teresting biography of a Chinese who 
bridged the gap between the East 
and West in San Francisco’s China- 
town. The reasons for the use of the 
signs in the birthday celebration are

COMETS

In the article on Comets, page 11, 
May issue of your magazine, Halley’s 
Comet is mentioned under date of 
1910, but no previous date is given. 


1 believe if you will search the rec- 
ords you will find that this Comet ap- 
peared around 4 a.m, in.the summer 
of 1883 at Trincomalee, Ceylon. 1 
happen to know because I saw it in 
the sky in the early morning hours. 


The reason I bring this matter to 
your attention is because on August 
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2)

3, 1883 occurred one of the greatest 
natural disasters in the history of 
man. I refer to Krakatoa, an island 
between the islands of Java and 
Sumatra, in the Straits of Sunda, 
which went down into the ocean. It 
caused a tidal wave, which went three 
times around the world, and for 
months there were the most beautiful 
sunsets. The noise of the explosion 
was even heard at Madagascar over 
2300 miles awa’y. 
Is there any connection?

ANSWER: You are in error when you 
state that Halley’s Comet appeared in 
1883. In our files we do not have a rec- 
ord of any comet appearing in that year, 
although in 1882 a Great Comet appeared, 
said to have been one of the finest and 
probably the brightest ever recorded. 


The Great Comet was first seen Sep- 
tember 3, 1882, in New Zealand, one of 
the brightest comets—seen at noon on the 
16th of September close to the Sun. It 
came to perihelion on the 17th of Septem- 
ber and was one of the comets that pass 
through the corona of the Sun. It is a 
very exceptional comet because it went 
to perihelion and went so close to the Sun 
that it split up into four parts. Its period 
-of revolution around the Sun was calcu- 
lated as between 800 to 1000 years before 
the breakup. After splitting up into four 
parts, each part has a special period of its 
own, namely, 664 years, 769 years, 875 
years, and 959 years, so that it is ex- 
pected to return as four separate comets 
in the years 2546 A.D., 2651 A.D., 2757 
A.D., and 2841 A.D. 


Incidentally, it may be noted that the 
birth year of President Roosevelt was 
1882. Some additional interesting refer- 
ences to this comet will be found on page 
102, Volume 6, of the 14th edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica. 


Apropos Halley’s Comet, in the May 8, 
1944 issue of Life, an illustrated article 
on the life of Mark Twain emphasized the 
peculiar fact that at the time of his birth, 
November 30, 1835, Halley’s Comet was 
visible in the sky; also, that when he died 
in 1910 (75 years later) Halley’s Comet 
was again in the sky.

JACOB BOEHME 


Los Angeles, Calif. 


I read your magazine regularly and 
I noticed you mentioned Jacob 
Boehme in your last magazine. I, as 
well as a lot of others, would very 
much like to know some more about 
Jacob Boehme. Can you tell us some- 
thing about him? Please, where can 
his books be had?

ANSWER: The Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica, Volume 3, 14th Edition, gives the 
following re Jacob Boehme: 

“German mystic, was born (1575) at 
Alt-Seidenberg in Upper Lusatia. After 
attending the town school of Seidenberg, 
he entered the shoemaking trade in 1589. 
In 1612 he gave up business and wrote 
Aurora, oder die Morganrote im Aufgang. 
Gregory Richter, the pastor primarius of 
Gorlitz, denounced the work as heretical 
and the municipal council seized the manu- 
script and charged Boehme to abstain from 
such writings. However, in 1618, Boehme 
began to produce a number of treatises, 
expository and polemical, but only a few 
selections on repentance, resignation, etc. 
were published as Der Weg zu Christo 
(1624) before clerical hostility was re- 
newed. On his return from a visit to 
Dresden, he died on Nov. 17, 1624. 


“Boehme claimed that his speculative 
power came by a direct divine illumina- 
tion which enabled him to see the root of 
all mysteries, the Ungrund or Urgrund 
whence issue all contrasts and discordant 
principles, hardness and softness, severity 
and mildness, love and sorrow, heaven and 
hell. These contrasts he attempted to 
describe in their issue and to reconcile in 
their eternal result, an attempt often ob- 
scured by his puzzling phraseology, largely 
borrowed from the school of Paracelsus. 
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- Jacob Boehme 
Speculative Chart 


“Boehme’s speculations began with a 
study of God in Himself (Aurora), passed 
through a study of the manifestation of 
God in the structure of the world; and of 
man (Die Drei Principien gottlichen 
Wesens; Von dreifachen Leben der Men- 
schen; Von der Menschwerdung Christi; 
Von der Geburt und Bezeichnung aller 
Wesen), and culminated in his exposition 
of the life of God in the soul of man (Von 
der Gnadenwahl; Mysterium Magnum, 
Von Christi Testamenten). 

“God who is at once Alles and Nichts, 
because to think of His nature we must 
abstract from creatures, is characterized 
by will whose desire to become manifest 
results firstly in knowledge of Himself and 
secondly in the production of creatures. 
This production is not a creation, for out 
of nothing, nothing comes; it is rather a 
generation from the eternal divine nature 
wherein all things dwell latently. The 
properties through which the divine energy 
operates in the procession of spiritual and 
corporeal beings from the Ungrund or 
Abyss, are firstly, Contraction, diffusion, 
and their resultant, the Agony of the un- 
manifested Godhead. The transition is 


made; by an act of will the divine Spirit 
comes to light and immediately the mani- 
fested life appears as Love, Expression and 
their resultant Visible Variety. Hence the 
world is a manifestation of God who is 
both transcendent and immanent. 
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“To account for evil, Boehme resorts 
neither to dualism nor to a repudiation of 
its existence. His consciousness of the diffi- 
culty is obvious from the progressive 
changes in his attempted solution of the 
problem. In the Aurora nothing save good 
proceeds from the Ungrund, though there 
is good that abides and good that falls— 
Christ and Lucifer. In the later works, 
the antithesis is directly generated, being 
given as factors of life and movement from 
the one creative source, the bottomless 
abyss. In the last writings, evil is a direct 
outcome of the primary principle of divine 
manifestation—it is the wrath side of 
God. Corresponding to these solutions, 
Boehme has different moral ends for the 
world’s history. In the first stage it is 
created in remedy of a decline; in the 
second for the adjustment of the balances 
of forces; in the third, to exhibit the eter- 
nal victory of good over evil, of love over 
wrath. 

“Fallen man has three factors, spirit, 
soul and body, spirit being the principle 
of light, soul of darkness, and body, 
which ‘belongs to the world of sense, the 
resultant of spirit and soul. Man aspires 
to a knowledge of God because all things 
tend towards their source, but a re-birth is 
necessary before he can have true self- 
knowledge, the sine qua non for a knowl- 
edge of God.” 

For the writings of Jacob Boehme, and 
their translations, we would suggest that 
you refer to the bibliography also given in 
the encyclopaedia, Also the public library 
should be able to assist you. 

Mr. Jones gives the preceding chart for 
Jacob Boehme in the Guide to Horoscope 
Interpretation. Re its authenticity he 
says: “This horoscope was published by 
Manly P. Hall in National Astrological 
Journal (v.6, n.8, August 1934, p. 12). 
Mr. Hall reports that the chart is entirely 
speculative. ‘Even the date of his birth 
has not been officially recorded. My data 
was accumulated from early editions of 
his work, and biographical outlines by 
early authors. The planetary positions 
are worked’ out from the ephemeris of his 
year which I happen to have.’ The posi- 
tion of Pluto has been added for the date

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LUNAR CYCLES 


St. Louis, Mo. 

As I understand from reading 
various articles on astronomy, the 
moon has a very definite cycle called 
the SIDEREAL CYCLE or month of 
approximately 2743 days’ duration. 
It begins when the moon is at perigee, 
progressing to the point of apogee, 
then back to perigee again, thereby 
completing a full cycle. This, I be- 
lieve, recurs exactly thirteen times a 
year. 

My question is, could you tell me . 
of any way which I might figure from 
the information contained in the 
American Nautical Almanac (with 
which I am certain you are ac- 
quainted) so as to ascertain the day, 
hour, and possibly minute of each 
month the moon begins this particular 
cycle. 

I have already written to the U. S. 
Naval Observatory but the answer I 
received was of no help; therefore, I 
feel that you are the people most apt 
to be able to tell me how this can be 
figured. As this information may 
prove very valuable to me in testing 
a theory, I sincerely hope you will be 
able to favor me with a solution to 


this question.

ANSWER: There is a confusion in 
your letter regarding the lunar cycles. 
There are many lunar cycles; you have 
mixed up the sidereal and the anomalistic 
months. 

The sidereal period is the interval of 
time which the moon takes to go from 
one star, around the sky, and back to the 
same star again. Its period averages 274 
7 43”, 

The anomalistic month is the interval 
required by the moon to move in its orbit 
around the earth from perigee to perigee. 
The period averages 27% .5546, but it 
varies on account of perturbations. 

The time of the moon being in perigee 
(nearest the earth in its—the moon’s— 
orbit) is not given in the American Nauti- 
cal Almanac. It is given in the “Phe- 
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nomena” section of the American Astrol- 
ogy Ephemeris. It is given to the hour 
but not to the minute. Is this what you 


want?

LUNAR PROGRESSIONS 


Chicago, Ill. 

Many thanks for your interesting 
and informative communication of 
April 19th regarding lunar progresses 
and minor progression™. As I reason 
from Pearce’s meager instructions on 
the lunar progress, such a progress is 
not necessarily erected as a chart with 
the correct house cusps for the exact 
time of the progress at a given place 
on the terrestrial sphere. Instead, I 
believe that it is only necessary to 
calculate the places of the celestial 
bodies at the exact time the progress 
occurs, so that the aspects which they 
form to one another and to the radi- 
cal bodies may be determined, as in 
the case of secondary directions. 

Indeed, it seems to me that lunar 
progresses are a sort of system of sec- 
ondary directions combined with the 
theory of the solar revolution, using 
the time measure of 19% days equal 
one year of life, instead of one day 
being equal to a year of life. Further- 
more, Pearce implies that the New 
Moon and Full Moon which occur in 
the lunar month corresponding to a 
given year of life indicate the times 
during that year when the conditions 
signified by the lunar progress are 
likely to manifest. 

Pearce gives an example of the way 
to determine by proportion what time 
in life a critical lunation or full moon 
measures to. The following example 
is with reference to the 60th year of 
life of the late King Edward VII of 
England. 

“Between the times of occurrence 
of the 60th and 61st progresses there 
is a space of 714 hours. Then say—as 
714. hours are to 447 hours, so 365% 
days are to 229 days. Reckoning 
from Nov. 9, 1901 (the King’s 60th

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birthday) 229 days, we find that the 
full moon of Oct. 4, 1846 measures to

presignified by the 60th lunar prog- 
ress was undergone).” 

It would require an astrologer of 
some experience to interpret a prog- 
ress, as there do not seem to be any 
set rules for this purpose, like the 
traditional rules governing the inter- 
pretation of a solar revolution chart. 
Of course I realize that if we erect a 
lunar progress chart with the correct 
house cusps for that time at the place 
of residence it might be possible to 
apply these same rules to the lunar 
progress chart. 

Wouldn’t it be interesting to obtain 
the views of some other good astrolo- 
gers besides yourself on this intrigu- 
ing system of directional astrology?

Seven times hourly motion of sun 
for November 2nd, added to mid- 
night position, gives 9:56:53 Scorpio, 
while Pluto for the same period of 
time reaches 10:14:59 Leo, still lack- 
ing 18:06 of being in exact square.

If this is a typographical error, 
would it not be advisable to print the 
correction in American Astrology 
Magazine (and any other errata .

ANSWER: Problem I—You say “this 
makes an error of nearly two minutes’”— 
but 2 minutes from what? 1 haven’t the 
slightest idea. 

I make the local civil time of upper 
transit, at Grand Rapids, ‘Dec. 12th, 0° 
22" .6. I agree with you as to the side- 
real time, though I derive it differently, 
#42™ 9. 

Grand Rapids is 414° east of the 90° 
standard meridian, so we have 4% x 4™ 
or 1714™ to subtract from 0° 22™ .6 or OF 
#* 3, C.S.T. This is 1° 5" .3, E.S.T. Then 
the hourly motion Dec. 12th, 0" for the 
moon is 1891”. The 1" 5™ 3 is 1° .088, 
so we have 1.088 x 1891” equals 2075” .4 
or 34’ 17” .4 to add to Gemini 25° 24’ 
34” or 25° 58’ 51”, moon’s position at 0" 
e 3; CS.T. You: don't: use: 22". .68; 
except to change to C.S.T.; this is local 
civil time. If you want to use ephemeris 
Positions, you have to use standard time, 
because the positions are for standard time. 

Problem II—The Pluto aspect should 
be 2:15 p.m., seemingly an error as printed.

I would greatly appreciate it if you 
could give me a facile formula for 
finding the R.A. degree that the moon 
rises and sets on any day of any year 
for any particular geographical iocale.

ANSWER: Having determined the zo- 
diacal degree of the moon at the time 
of its rising or meridian transit, it is a 
simple matter to calculate the R.A. cor- 
responding to this degree. The formula 
for calculating the R.A. of the moon at 
the time of its meridian transit is as 
follows: 


Longitude, Latitude, and Declination 
being given, to find R.A. 
Log cosine declination (arithmetical 
complement ) 
plus Log. cosine latitude 
plus Log. cosine longitude from Aries or 
Libra (or sine longitude 
from Cancer or Capricorn) 
equals Log. cosine R.A. from Aries or 
Libra (or sine longitude 
from Cancer or Capricorn) 


In determining the R.A. of the rising 
Moon, it will be necessary to calculate 
its oblique ascension. It must be remem- 
bered that. this oblique ascension is that 
degree of R.A. which is on the horizon 
at the same time as a heavenly body. 
Therefore first find the ascensional differ- 
ence as follows: 

To find Ascensional Difference: 

Log. tangent declination 
plus Log. tangent latitude of birthplace 
equals Log. sine ascensional difference. 

Having found the ascensional difference, 
to find Oblique Ascension: 

With N. declination, R.A. minus Ascen- 
sional Difference equals obl. Asc.* 

With S. declination, R.A. plus Ascen- 
sional Difference equals obl. Asc.* 

*This is, of course, for places in the northern 
latitudes. For places im the southern latitudes these 


rules must be reversed; also in northern latitudes above 
66° 33’. 
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NOSTRADAMUS

In your May, 1944 issue of Ameri- 
can Astrology, page 20, you have 
printed a chart of Nostradamus by 
Alan Leo, but in the June, 1940 issue 
on page nine, Mr. Van Norstrand 
gave an outstanding example of Sat- 
urn in Cancer and Mercury in Pisces 
in which he states that Michel de 
Notre Dame had this influence of 
Mercury in his natal chart, whereas 
Alan Leo placed Mercury in Sagit- 
tarius. 

I suggest that this position of Mer- 
cury in Pisces describes the mentality 
of Nostradamus far more accurately 
than the one given by Alan Leo. Who 
is correct? 

A young woman I know personally 
has also this influence of Mercury in 
Pisces and the delineation given by 
Mr. Van Norstrand in your February, 
1944 issue on page 67 is the most ex- 
act description of my friend that I 
have ever read, especially when he 
says, “a double-hinged sort of men- 
tality: a blénding of that practical 
mind with that power of perception 
through vision,” etc. The whole ar- 
ticle describes her perfectly and also 
portrays the characteristics of Nostra- 
damus.

1 am writing you regarding an ~ 


article that I read in your magazine a 
few months ago and which I have 
been thinking of often. It concerns the 
tranetts of Pluto and was in part as 
follows: 








“The transit of Pluto over a natal 
planet appears fundamentally to indi- 
cate a process of transition in affairs 
ruled by the planet in the yatal chart, 
which happens to be contacted by 
Pluto, the nature of the changes in- 
volved being judged by the sign and 
house position of the planet in ques- 
tion. 

I notice that Pluto is now 8° Leo

Measure of Life, by Raymond Harrison, 
page 25, is, in our opinion, the best gen- 
eral analysis of Pluto and its effects by 
transits that we have so far been able 
to find. 


“. .. It would appear to produce 
a certain upheaval in the nature, a 
desire to throw off material limita- 
tions and live one’s own life. Coming

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The estimates of chances quoted 
mean this: If vou repeated the ex- 
periment a very large number of times 
with different data and if the crimi- 
nality had no influence whatever on 
the sign distribution, you would get a 
difference as large as or larger than 
that found here x times in y; for in- 
stance, with Leo you would get a de- 
viation as large as or larger than that 
found here one in every ten experi- 
ments by chance alone. 


COMMENT: I have been going over 
the statistical note by Cecil Bean, in 
Astrology. The conclusions are impres- 
sive, but, unfortunately, they do not mean 
much. Here again is an illustration of 
how a statistical technique can be applied 
to data and produce a significant result, 
and yet this result will be totally insig- 
nificant when examined logically. 

Mr. Bean has combined all the planetary 
signs, and he considers the probabilities 
of birth for each planet as equiprobable 
events. Obviously, this is not true. A 
glance at the 1943 ephemeris will show 
this. Pluto was in Leo throughout the 
year. The probability of birth for that 
planet in that sign is 1.00; for all the 
other signs of the zodiac, the probability 
is 0. Neptune was in Virgo about one- 
third of the year, therefore the prob- 
ability for that planet in that sign would 
be approximately .33. For the rest of 
the year Neptune was in Libra, for which 
the probability would be about .67. For 
all other signs the probability is 0. Saturn 
was in Gemini all year; therefore the prob- 
ability is 1.00 for Gemini and 0 for all 
the other signs. The sun, following its 
usual pattern, would have probabilities 
of about .083 for each sign; and so on 
for all the planets. 

Astrology requires a specialized statisti- 
cal methodology, in which the astronomi- 
cal factors are carefully considered. Ran- 
dom sampling techniques cannot be 
arbitrarily used for astrological data 
without proper reference to the known 
astronomical facts of frequency of occur- 
rence for certain celestial phenomena. The 
variations, which in other sciences are 
ignored because they are correctly con- 
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sidered as random errors, are really sys- 
tematic and consistent patterns in astron- 
omy, and therefore cannot be ignored. 

I’m going to write a paper on this busi- 
ness some day, and hope that somebody 
will read it and take it to heart. Statistics 
is more than a set of formulae; it is a 
process of reasoning.

From American Astrology Maga- 
zine, May 1941, Many Things, page 53: 

“All that happens in consciousness 
can, under certain conditions, occur 
unconsciously. How this is possible 
can best be seen if one imagines the 
mental functions and contents as re- 
sembling a might landscape over 
which the beam of @ searchlight is 
playing. Whatever appears in this 
light of perception is conscious; what 
lies in the darkness beyond is uncon- 
scious, although none the less living 
and effective. If the beam of light 
shifts, the contents that were con- 
scious sink into the unconscious and 
new contents come into the lighted 
area of consciousness. The contents 
that have disappeared into darkness 
continue to be active and to make 
themselves indirectly felt most com- 
monly as symptoms.” And again: 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that all the activities ordinarily taking 
place in consciousness can also run 
their course in the unconscious.” 

The terms “collective uncon- 
scious” and “projections of im- 
ages,” etc., might be misleading 
to some as implying that an in- 
dividual merely projects his own 
planetary pattern and that it has 
no reality or power apart from 
that which he gives it. But this 
is not the true implication. For 
Jung, the unconscious is not 
merely a potentiality but in rela- 
tion to consciousness @ CO0-exis- 
tent dynamic reality of forms and 
conditions, every whit as real as 
may be the. visualizations and 
activities of the conscious mind, 

So far, Jung has been defining 
the personal wuncenscious, but 
underneath that personal uncon- 
scious he predicates the existence 
of a collective unconscious equally 
real and dynamic, but which, to 
use his own words, is “indepen- 
dent and untouched — perhaps 
untouchable — by personal expe 
rience.” It is this collective un- 

conscious which, in form, action 





and intent, manifests to the con- 
scious mind symbolically—mytho- 
logically, astrologically, or both. 
But—this is important—the sym- 
bol becomes a medium for the 
expression of the dynamic qual- 
ities of the unconscious or a means 
by which the forces and ten- 
dencies of the unconscious are 
revealed. Thus, to consider astro- 
logical symbolism, for example, 
while the planets may or may not 
be considered as directly affecting 
individual life forms by magnetic 
or other connections—Jung evi- 
dently prefers to discount such a 
direct influence—yet the plane- 
tary pattern at any moment 
and from a particular point of 
view (locality) can be considered 
a reliable index to the operation 
of the forces of the unconscious at 
that point at that time, and there- 
by the planetary pattern at birth 
becomes a reliable index to the 
relative status and subsequent 
course of development of any or- 
ganized unit of conscious life that 
may come into existence at that 
point at that time.* 

Thus, for Jung, Astrology is 
strictly a psychological technique 
and the horoscope becomes a 
mathematical pattern by which 
the psychological processes of the 
unconscious may be conveniently 
and accurately charted. He makes 
it clear that as such he accepts 
Astrology without reservation.

In the February 1944 issue, Many 
Things department, your answer to 
C. T. M. on page 9 interested me 
greatly. You say: “Astrology is essen- 
tially a science of Symbolism .. . in 
order to establish the validity of 
astrology it is not necessary to assume 
any direct physical connection be- 
tween the planets and an inhabitant 
of the earth .. .” Again on page 18, 
answer to AW.K.: “We are definitely 
of the opinion that since astrology és 
essentially a science of symbolism and 
synchronism .. .” 

With those statements so very posi- 
tive I am at a loss to understand them. 
I was under the impression that astrol- 
ogy assumed that the planets actually 
influenced the lives of all inhabitants 
on this earth through what physicists 
call cosmic rays. If the planets do not 
influence the lives of earth’s creatures, 
then astrology agrees with scientists 
that the source of cosmic rays is un- 
known. Perhaps you mean that we 
are influenced greatly by weather, 
which does have meteorological origin. 
Weather influences health, food, shel- 
ter, our emotions and moods to a 
certain extent, causes business of all 
kinds to fluctuate—in short, influences 
nearly every phase of life. 

If we are not influenced directly by 
the planets, why use them as symbols? 
If the symbols are abstractions, how 
can we be influenced by them? It is 
all very confusing to me and I wish 
you would explain your meaning in 
your Many Things department.

ANSWER: Our conception of astrol- 
ogy as a science of synchronism was very 
thoroughly developed and explained in our 


answer to a report on astrology issued in 
January 1941 by the American Associa- 
tion of Scientific Workers of Harvard 
University. Our answer to this report 
and criticism appeared in the May and 
June 1941 issues of American Astrology 
Magazine (Many Things department), 
and the June issue specifically dealt with 
the rationale of astrology and the princi- 
ple of causality and synchronism in rela- 
tion thereto. To repeat those comments 
here would seem to be unnecessary since 
copies of the issue referred to are avail- 
able for those who are interested. 

We might point out that this concep- 
tion of astrology as a science of syn- 
chronism was first emphasized by Carl G. 
Jung, founder of the school of Analytical 
Psychology in Zurich, Switzerland. A 
very clear exposition of his theories re 
astrology appears in his commentary on 
The Secret of the Golden Flower, by Rich- 
ard Wilhelm, published a few years ago 
by Harcourt Brace & Co. We are taking 
the liberty of reprinting an excerpt from 
this commentary which has particular 
bearing on this question: 

“, .. Some years ago, the then presi- 
dent of the British Anthropological 
Society asked me how I can explain 
the fact that so highly intellectual a 
people as the Chinese had produced no 
science. I replied that this must really 
be an “optical illusion,” because the 
Chinese did have a science whose 
“Standard work’ was I Ching, but 
that the principle of this science, 
like so much else in China, was alto- 
gether different. from our scientific 
principle. 

“The science of the I Ching is not 
based on the causality principle, but 
on a principle (hitherto unnamed be- 
cause not met with among us) which 
I have tentatively called the syn- 
chronistic principle. My occupation 
with the psychology of unconscious 
processes long ago necessitated my 
looking about for another principle 
of explanation, because the caus- 
ality principle seemed to be inade- 
quate to explain certain remarkable 
phenomena of the psychology of the 
unconscious. Thus I found that 
there are psychic parallelisms which 
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cannot be related to.each other caus- 
ally, but which must be connected 
through another sequence of events. 
This connection seemed to me to 
be essentially provided in the fact 
of the relative simultaneity, there- 
fore the expression “synchronistic.” It 
seems indeed, as though time, far 
from being an abstraction, is a con- 
‘crete continuum which contains quali- 
ties or basic conditions manifesting 
themselves simultaneously in various 
places in a way not to be ex- 
plained by causal parallelisms, as, 
for example, in cases of the co- 
incident appearance of identical 
thoughts, symbols, or psychic condi- 
tions. Another example would be the 
simultaneity of Chinese and Euro- 
pean periods of style, a fact pointed 
out by Wilhelm. They could never 
have been casually related to one an- 
other. Astrology would be a large 
scale example of synchronism, if it 
had at its disposal thoroughly tested 
findings. But at least there are some 
facts adequately tested and fortified 
by a wealth of statistics which make 
the astrological problem seem worthy 
of philosophical investigation. (It is 
assured of recognition from psychol- 
ogy without further restrictions, 
because astrology represents the sum- 
mation of all the psychological knowl- 
edge of antiquity.) 

The fact that it is possible to con- 
struct, in adequate fashion, a person’s 
character from the data of his na- 
tivity, shows the relative validity of 
astrology. But the birth never de- 
pends on the actual astronomical 
constellations, but upon an arbitrary, 
purely conceptual time-system, be- 
cause by reason of the procession of 
the equinoxes, the spring point has 
long ago passed on beyond zero degree 
Aries. In so far as there are any 
really correct astrological deductions, 
they are not due to the effects of the 
constellations, but to our hypothetical 
time-characters. In other words, 
whatever is born or done this moment 
of time, has the qualities of this mo- 
ment of time.

Thanks for the article on Time* 
and probabilities.

COMMENT: Following is the quota- 
tion referred to from Fortune magazine for 
November 1942: “ ‘I was interested in the 
possible effect of the moon and the planets 
on weather. I obtained the heliocentric 
longitudes of the planets from the Naval 
Ephemerises and the geocentric longitudes 
from an Astrological Ephemeris. The 
mathematics of astrology is simply geo- 
centric astronomy. Was it possible that 
the angle of the planets to the earth might 
determine weather, or was it more probable 
that the angle to the sun might determine 
weather? I was never able to prove either 
one definitely.” The notes enclosed in 
Mr. Ellis’ letter read as follows: 


*May 1944 issue, page 5S. 
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This paper summarizes briefly cer- 
tain conceptions that the author has 
developed. The author discerns two 
forces governing all manifestation, 
which we will call the repetitive force 
and the initiative force. The nature 
of the repetitive force is unconscious 
expression ; its characteristics are the 
accumulation of so-called “facts” and 
the attempt to reconcile them with “a 
priors” reasoning. The nature of the 
initiative force is conscious expansion; 
its characteristics are the refinement 
of qualities active in expression, The 
distinction is important, for the initia- 
tive force has dominion over the 
repetitive force by its unity with the 
purpose of the universe. This means 
that any manifestation of unconscious 
men is eliminated by the manifesta- 
tion of conscious purpose. 

It is essential to assume these two 
forces. Throwing dice is only the 
mechanical part of it; if it is done 
merely because there is nothing better 
to do, the repetitive force governs se- 
quences, etc.; but if it is done in 
sportsmanship, confidence, trust, or 
courage, a new set of laws is set into 
activity, and the improbable becomes 
a fact at time of the fullness of ac- 
tivity of this force. This initiative 
force is always available; but does the 
individual want to use it? If the at- 
tention is not governed by some pur- 


pose, only the repetitive forces can be 
active. 

If the repetitive force is active, 
then astrological influences can oper- 
ate freely, in unison with or in oppo- 
sition to the repetitive force in the 
individual, If the throwing of dice is 
done for one hour each day at the 
Same time over a period of one year, 
the results by the repetitive force 
should be close to the one by the 
theory of probability. But, if the 
throwing of dice is done only when 
astrological influences are favorable, 
quite a different set of results should 
follow. 

If the initiative force is active, it 
may have to overcome opposition of 
the repetitive force, or it may find it 
cooperating. The initiative force is 
Strengthened by extension from one 
field of activity to a wider field, deal- 
ing more with principles in action. 
It is the intensity of desire for ex- 
pansion that determines the time of 
manifestation of the initiative force; 
the stronger the force,.the more im- 
mediate the result. 

These conclusions@are similar to 
some findings of the Rhine experi- 
ments at Duke University. They open 
up a field of mental science in which 
the impossible is possible. Mathe- 
matics is the expression of repetitive 
law, but is subject to initiative that 
brought it into being.

An Examination of Certain Cyclical Diseases 
in Relation to Sunspots and Other Periodicity 


O, all the institutions which have de- 
veloped in modern times life insurance has 
been not only one of the most successful 
commercially but also beneficent in its in- 
fluence upon society. Its success has been 
largely due to the favorable mortality, 
which has been caused by the intelligent 
and often heroic efforts of the medical 
profession and allied workers. Among the 
various elements in mortality the worst 
outbreak in recent decades was the influ- 
enza epidemic of 1918. This. scourge was 
rather thoroughly investigated in 1923 by 
a Committee on the Atmosphere and Man 
appointed by the Mational Research Coun- 
cil. That committee tested twenty-two 
factors by the powerful method of partial 
correlation and eventually all of them 
were. eliminated except the weather. In 
commenting upon this work Dr. Ellsworth 
Huntington stated that even climate and 
weather might be eliminated from the fac- 
tors influencing influenza mortality, if we 
had sufficient knowledge to justify substi- 
tuting variations in solar energy. And 
many distinguished scientists have asserted 
that all the weather on the earth can be 
traced back to variations in solar radia- 
tion. Of all the forms of solar activity the 
sunspots are the most dramatic and in the 
opinion of many observers the most potent. 

With this as a background, we come 
upon a suggestion made by Dr. Harlan T. 
Stetson on page 117 of his book “Earth, 
Radio and the Stars.”* He points out 
that most people would assume that there 
can be no relation between the curve of 
sunspots and any cyclical disease unless 
the latter has a periodicity of about eleven 
years, as do the sunspots on the average. 
On the other hand, he says, the given

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disease may be regarded as due to the 
joint influence of (a) the sunspots and (b) 
some earthly cause of unknown periodicity, 
He suggests that the period of the latter 
can be determined by the same kind ofa 
formula as the astronomers use in finding 
the true period of revolution about the 
sun when they know the apparent period 
as seen from the earth. The formula is 
as follows:

In his brief comment Dr. Stetson men- 
tioned diphtheria as a well-known cyclical 
disease which might be dealt with by this 
method. The sunspot periods are known 
and the disease periods are readily tabu- 
lated for those causes of death which recur 
in cycles. The sum of the reciprocals of 
these two periods would then indicate the 
reciprocal of the period of the required in- 
fluence. 


It has occurred to me to apply this 
formula in the case of six cyclical causes 
of Death in New York City for the years 
1866-1942. The diseases dealt with are 
measles, influenza, lobar pneumonia, scar- 
let fever, smallpox and diphtheria. The 


*The intervals between maxima are less uniform than 
those between minima. It seems preferable to use the 
former because the ultraviolet light averages about 30% 
more at maxima than at minima. This+form of light is 
now known to be very potent in its influence upon all 
forms of life, in much the same way as are vitamins 
and hormones. For more than a century the curve of 
terrestrial magnetism has closely paralleled the sur 
spot cycle, and this fact is as well established as any 
in physics. Also Dr. E. D. Adrian, a Nobel prize wit 
ner, proved in 1929 that man is subject to ti 

and electricity in much the same way that iron-filings 
are affected by a bar-magnet. For more on this subject 
see item 9 of the bibliography. 
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sunspot periods and the numbers of deaths 
are shown in Tables I and II of Appendix 
A. I would like to have included also in- 
fantile paralysis (acute anterior polio- 
myelitis) but the period during which it 
has been recorded is too short to yield 
the required number of cycles. There was 
a great outburst in 1916—one year prior 
to sunpot maximum—and that is about 
all that would be shown. 

The tables which now follow show the 
calculations for these respective causes of 
death. The fact that the population of 
New York City has grown during the 
years since the Civil War does not affect 
the calculations, as we are merely com- 
paring the number of deaths in a given 
year with those in the adjacent years. The 
arrangment of the second table under each 
disease is according to the length of the 
sunspot. cycles then current. Thus the 
figure shown for the given disease is the 
average of the periods which fall within 
the then current sunspot period.

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From Tables A and A (1) it may be 
observed that the intervals between peak- 
years of measles deaths are all either 2 or 
3 years. There were twelve threes and 
nineteen twos. When formula (A) is ap- 
plied to these figures, assuming the sunspot 
cycle as one influence, and seeking the 
period of the other predominant influence, 
it is seen that the latter has a constant 
period of two years. Although the measles 
cycle has a varying period and averages 
2.4 years, the unknown factor which the 
hypothesis assumes exists has a constant 
period of about two years. As a matter 
of fact the values of P range from 1.69 
to 2.37, a range of .68 years. This is two- 
thirds (68%) as great a range as that of 
the measles cycles themselves (3 less 2 
equals 1 year), Notation is made of this 
ratio for each cause of death, upon the 
assumption that if the hypothesis has any 
validity the range in period of the assumed 
unknown factor should be considerably 
narrower than that of the disease itself. It 
is admitted that until a causative factor is 
found with the given period, the pro- 
cedure followed remains merely an inter- 
esting mathematical exercise. It may, 
however, contain suggestions of value to 
other investigators, especially those with 
an intimate knowledge of clinical and epi- 
demiological medicine. 


In reference to the periodicity of mea- 
sles, the following is quoted from Dr. John 
Brownlee’s paper of 1918 (Philosophical 
Transactions Royal Society 208, p. 244). 
The first three sentences in particular 
might have been written for the present 
research. 

“The conclusions which may be based 
on the results of this investigation cannot 
in the present state of knowledge be com- 
pletely formulated. Much more spade- 
work is required before the relative 
importance of the different factors at work 
can be accurately gauged. It seems to be 
proved, however, that epidemics of mea- 
sles tend to recur with a regular periodic- 
ity, which persists often for a long series 
of years. A great variety in the length of 
these periods has been found to exist, the 
shortest period found being that of one 
year in Paris and the longest that of three 
years in Dundee, Scotland. ... Any but 
a biological explanation of these Phenom- 
victony 
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ena seems to me untenable, and the facts 
further seem to prove that the periodicity 
is infinitely more probably due to such 
changes as may easily constitute the life- 
cycle of an infecting organism rather than 
to periodic changes in the susceptibility of 
the host... . It is not unusual for the 
complete life-history of the measles or- 
ganism to correspond almost exactly with 
a multiple of the solar year, in itself a 
suggestive coincidence, but even if this has 
been duly allowed for something remains

shown that the extra mortality from influ- 
enza in the United States was chiefly con- 
fined to ages 20 to 40. The matter of 
age-distribution in the respective cities 
was, however, dealt with independently in 
the investigation by Dr. Huntington and 
was found to have no appreciable influence 
upon the death rates of Table B. 

The material for influenza deaths in 
New York City is shown in Tables C and 
C (1). Prior to 1890 there were no 
deaths separately recorded as due to in- 
fluenza. Presumably it was the great pan-

Here the period of the unknown factor 
is uniformly three years. In Table C (1) 
the periods of influenza vary from 3.67 to 
4 years, a range of .33 years. The range 
of P is from 2.74 to 3.02 years, or .28 
years. The ratio is 85%. The intervals in 
Table C vary from two to six years. In 
four instances—1895, 1904, 1918 and 1926 
—the peak years for influenza were the 
same as for measles. In three cases— 
1895, 1901 and 1907—the influenza peak 
occurred one year after a diphtheria peak.

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Lobar Pneumonia 


In 1918 it was found that deaths classi- 
fied as pneumonia tended to increase in 
number when those from influenza in- 
creased. Hence I have added lobar pneu- 
monia as the next cause to be dealt with. 
The deaths from this disease have been 
much more numerous than those of ary of 
the other diseases studied in this paper. 
This cause has usually been no respecter of 
persons and has had its incidence through- 
out all of life. It has been called “the old 
man’s friend,” for it carries off many old 
people who have ceased to find any real 
enjoyment in their existence and have been 
lingering on in almost constant suffering 
from the impairments associated with 
senile decay. Pneumonia has been dis- 
tinctly prevalent among (a) those who in- 
dulge immoderately in alcoholic liquors 
and (b) workers whose occupations in- 
volve the extremes of temperature as in 
refrigeration’ plants, steel mills and under- 
ground coal and metal mines,* The cur- 
rent use of the new sulpha drugs and the 
analysis of pneumonia into thirty-two or 
more types bid fair to make great improve- 
ments in the treatment of this severe im- 
pairment in the years to come. 

The data for lobar pneumonia are 
shown in Tables D and D (1),

Pneumonia is the first cause of death 
which has not yielded a constant integral 
period for the unknown factor. 

In Table D (1) the intervals of pneu- 
monia vary from 2.5 to 6.5 years, a range 
of 4 years. The corresponding variation 
in P is from 2.03 to 4.37, a range of 2.34 
years, i.e. 59%. The period of the un- 
known factor P changed in the 1880's 
from four years to three years, but has 
not remained entirely uniform since then. 
It will be remembered that three years 
was the constant interval found for the 
factor related to influenza. Ten of the 
seventeen peak years of pneumonia were 
also peak years for measles, namely, 1869, 
1882, 1895, 1900, 1904, 1918, 1922, 1924, 
1926, and 1928, Three years' in Table D 
were peak years for diphtheria—1869, 
1875 and 1900. And four pneumonia 
peaks occurred respectively one year after 
a diphtheria peak, namely, 1882, 1888, 
1895 and 1907. Since the peak year 1936 
the number of deaths from lobar pneu- 
monia has decreased steadily, and in 1942, 
the deaths were only about two-fifths as 
numerous as in 1936. In fact the 1,532 
deaths recorded for this disease in 1942 
were fewer than those of any other year 
in the entire series except 1866, when they 
were drawn from a population less than 
one-fifth as large as at present. This rep- 
resents an achievement of great promise.

Neptune’s Transits in Relation to the 


Discovery and Development of Oil 


Ps asi march through the sign 
of Pisces back in the late 1850’s ushered in 
one of the greatest cycles in the history of 
our civilization . . . the birth of commercial 
“oil.” It was in August 1859 that oil was 
discovered at Titusville, Pa. Wild panic 
followed as the Drake well was heralded as 
a new cycle in human events. Ever since 
that memorable date the good earth has 
been spilling its precious blood for man’s 
evolutionary progression . . . for his pleas- 
ures .. . for his destruction. Millions of 
barrels of the precious fluid have flowed 
over the face of the globe. 

Today the gigantic storage tanks of 
nature are beginning to show bottom. Man 
is seriously asking the question. What 
then? But why worry too much? We 
may experience a few sleepless nights. The 
heartbeat of the great magnates of the in- 
dustry may flutter a bit, but an ever 
abundant nature is taking it slow and 
easy. She knows that as one resource is 
exhausted, a new one is in the making. 

A great wave of hope swept over our 
gasoline-rationed land a few weeks ago 
when the press announced that we would 
still roll on wheels; that a new and fan- 
tastic method had been found whereby 
motor fuels could be manufactured from 
common plants and weeds—from refuse, 
sugar cane and sawdust. 

Professor E. Berl of the Carneigie In- 
stitute of Technology, whose research un- 
covered this magic method, had this to 
say: ‘‘Man can now duplicate in hours the 
product which slow nature took millions 
of years to form, through processes he has 
developed, involving the use of pressure 
and temperature.” 

Professor Berl is not an economist. He 
was interested primarily in finding out the 
origin of oil. How it was produced by 
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nature! What raw substances were in- 
volved! In general, settling for all time 
the controversial question that has accom- 
panied “black gold” since the first day of 
its discovery. One group has held dog- 
gedly to the inorganic theory. That under 


the pressure of terrific heat far down in 


nature’s special laboratory, hydrogen and 
carbon existent in the rocks were forced 
into various combinations. The believers 
in the organic theory maintained that oil 
was the decomposition of animal and plant 
life. 

It would appear that both of these 
theories are correct in part. But in a world 
which functions on a_three-dimensional 
plane, there must also be a third factor. 
The analysis and synthesis of facts would 
be made infinitely easier if we would first 
look to “wholes” rather than to fragmen- 
tary parts. Universal movement is slow 
and ponderous, but it is precisely accurate. 
Man, on the contrary, is swift but stum- 
bling. He usually learns lessons the hard 
way, by trial and error. 

The body of the cosmos and the body 
of man are simply questions of dimension. 
Whatever miraculous nature can perform, 
man can emulate. Nature sets the pattern. 
Man picks up the pattern and carries on, 
not always immediately, but often even 
millions of years later. How little we realize 
how much we owe to the far distant stars 
in the heavens, that through the mo 
tion of the stars the complex life existent 
in nature is slowly developed by man. It 
appears to be the business of the stars to 
climax activity at its point of greatest 
need. 

In the passing drama of nature the des- 
tiny of “oil” rests squarely on the shoul- 
ders of “Old Man Neptune.” Neptune is 
the ruler of sub-levels, king of the vast 
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domain beneath the earth. He is the 
cosmic messenger. Each time he moves his 
place of residence from one sign to another, 
he celebrates riotously by setting off the 
rocket of some major event. 

Because he is related to cycles and his- 
torical happenings we look to the progress 
of Neptune for the spectacular growth of 
the oil industry, 

Neptune making his traditional trek 
through Pisces brought a “firm footing” to 

_ the country’s urgent business enterprise. 
The Drake well represented the first suc- 
cessfully drilled well. Not that oil was 
something entirely new. It wasn’t. They 
had spaded for shallow oil. Seepage oil had 
been discovered by the Indians and used 
by them for medicinal purposes. Even to 
this day Seneca Oil is a name often found 
in the medicine chest of the older genera- 
tion. 

By the time Neptune had moved into 
Aries in 1861, a great enlightenment had 
come. We began to see a great light ahead 
—to sense the gigantic potentialities in- 
herent in this magic fluid. 

The boom that followed the discovery 
well was in full swing. It was an advent 
perhaps even more fantastic than the gold 
strike of °49. From the oil of the lowly 
medicine man came kerosene to light the 
lamps of the nation. It was still crude and 
smelly, but laboratory experiments soon 
provided ways and means to refine the of- 
fensive odors, 

Simultaneously with physical develop- 
ment, oil was rapidly taking its place in 
anew economy. Promoters, both honest 
and scheming were shifting from scene to 
scene. Money changers fought and plun- 
dered as they had in the days of old. But 
Aries, the faithful torch-bearer, marched 
on, ever pointing the way and shedding 
new light. 

The next span of Neptune in Taurus 
saw another revolutionary turn in the oil 
industry. The contagion of the wild boom 
had spread over the eastern part of the 
United States. Taurus, the “voice,” was 
blowing the trumpet loud and long—a 
voice that echoed and re-echoed to every 
far corner of the land. 

The fevered heat of the speculator had 
reached a high point in the latter part of 
1875 with a wild boom in oil lands. But 
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destiny was also playing havoc with man’s 
comprehensive faculties. He couldn’t un- 
derstand the chaotic under-the-earth state 
of affairs. One time the drill would bring 
forth a gusher while a neighboring well 
would be dry as dust. These strange hap- 
penings threw temporary panic into many 
of the speculators. But the gamblers kept 
on and these men were often handsomely 
compensated for their untiring efforts. 

It was about this time the first pipe 
line idea was conceived. Then, as now, 
it was met with overwhelming opposition. 
Then—as now—the shouts went wild: “A 
pipe line would ruin my business.” Need- 
less to say the teamsters had been enjoying 
a golden cycle of prosperity and they 
were against any progression which might 
destroy it. 

Destiny won out. The first pipe line 
was successful and then the railroads be- 
gan to extend into the oil producing re- 
gions. Petroleum was then tried out as a 
likely fuel for ships, locomotives and en- 
gines. 

Here was Taurus hard at work, for all 
great circulations have their origin in this 
sign. However, Taurus could not regulate 
the “hit and miss” method of locating 
sub-surface structures. This was growing 
increasingly baffling. The strange forma- 
tion of rocks and the funny little mounds 
had seemed to work rather well at first. 
When this method was abandoned super- 
stition had its fling. The “doodle-bug” 
came along. At first it consisted of a 
forked hazel twig, an imitation of the 
magician’s divining rod. The oil finder 
walked over the area until he felt a psychic 
tug on the twig which indicated to him 
he was over a pool of oil. Here he located 
his well. Out of this method has grown 
the geophysical instruments used more or 
less successfully today. 

But in those days nothing was certain 
in this uncertain business. Fortunes were 
made and fortunes were swept away, but 
oil kept merrily on. 

With the advent of Neptune in «Gemini 
oil was becoming the very “lungs” of 
American life. Kerosene lamps were to be 
found in every home. Automobiles were 
occasionally seen chugging on the country 
roads. This new necessity was generating 
a new need. Man set about in hard earnest 
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to find ways and means to refine this sub- 
stance of the earth. Refineries sprung up 
like mushrooms, but it was not all easy 
sailing. Some survived. Others failed. 
But with it all, greatness was in the mak- 
ing. Oil areas were spreading. From the 
eastern and central states, oil was extended 
to Canada and California. Under the in- 
fluence of Gemini great explosions were 
taking place, for inherent in this twin-sign 
of inbreathing and outbreathing, is the 
power of catalysis. 

When Neptune moved into Cancer the 
great mid-Continent field was opened up. 
With it came the Gulf Coast with its 
Spindletop and Goosecreek fields. Gushers 
that blew in sending the oil high above the 
derricks were no longer the exception but 
the rule. 

Under Neptune in Cancer the oil in- 
dustry was beginning to feed the country. 
It was fast becoming one of the greatest 
nutritional factors, taking its place among 
the top-ranking American industries. Too, 
before the end of the transit the war in 
Europe was making extra heavy demands. 

But Neptune in Leo brought us to the 
peak of fortune. Following the war we 
experienced the wildest era of speculation 
the modern world has ever known. Nep- 
tune in Leo made oil millionairies of pau- 
pers over night. The glad hand of oppor- 
tunity was extended to all. A _ few 
hard-earned dollars entered the game on 
the same basis as the rich man’s gold. 
The humble “wild-catter” and the great 
monopolies cogperated to the benefit of 
each alike. The wild-catter searched for 
the precious fluid, but the monopoly 
eagerly took it off his hands at a fabulous 
profit. 

Leo’s heart was big and bursting, but in 
this mad scramble for riches not all came 
out victorious. An oil boom town was a 
town of greatest vice. Whizzing bullets 
and flying knives were just part of an 
average evening’s entertainment. Neptune 
in all his pompous glory could not en- 
tirely conceal the insidious side of himself. 

With the advent of Neptune in Virgo, 
great changes took place. It is in the 
intestines where the secretions are most 
potent. Neptune in Virgo brought in the 
great East Texas pool, biggest in all his- 
tory. A field ninety-six miles long and 


eighteen «miles wide without a single dry 
hole. But after the wild orgie, Neptune 
brought congestion and the _ inevitable 
headache. Followed the depression years 
and the oil was choked back into the 
bowels of the earth. Wells capable of 
making 50,000 barrels daily: were put on 
a conservation basis of a bare fifty barrels, 
And by some strange freak of nature, 
when this occurs an oil well will never will- 
ingly give up its treasure again. 

Then came the squeeze job. Giant 
monopolies saw a chance to gain control, 
They bought up production, hemming the 
independent producer on all sides. They 
then refused to run his oil through their 
pipe lines. Following this came the era of 
“hot oil” and a general chaotic condition, 

During all of these flush years there was 
a far cry among oil men that one day in 
the not-too-far-distant futuré the supply 
of this natural resource would be ex- 
hausted. ; 

Will that day come now that Neptune 
has entered Libra? Is the balancing of 
the cosmic scales close at hand? Today 
the wildcatter is practically a thing of the 
past. Flush wells have been reduced to a 
minimum of production. Stripper wells, 
long abandoned, are being opened up, 
cleaned, and drained of their silt. The 
hazel twig has been replaced with modern 
geophysical instruments. The little man 
can no longer serve the purpose of the 
big company. 

Today with every resource running to 
full capacity there is not enough oil to go 
around. Oil and gas have been cut to the 
bone for civilian consumption.

| dry. The oil has migrated. We know also 


that there is a heavier concentration in 
one location than another. Whether we 
follow the organic or the inorganic theory, 
it is merely a distinction between mineral 
and vegetable—between solid and liquid. 
The atoms in each are separated and ex- 
panded by temperature. The hardest sub- 
stance is no more nor less than crystallized 
vibration, and vibration is the essence of 
growth. 

The blood in the human body is often 
referred to as “the mysterious fluid of 
life.” It is the essence of energy whether 
in the veins of man or the veins of the 
earth. Universal matter is existent in the 
essence of energy. 

It is now the belief among many scien- 
tists that human blood exists in parts of 
the body in a vaporous state. We know 
positively that oil, the blood of the earth, 
is vaporous Or gaseous. 

We use petroleum to fuel our ships— 
our motor cars—-our airplanes. From the 
slow 8-knot cargo vessel to the 600-mile- 
an-hour flying ship is merely a matter of 
stepping up the octaves of vibration.

Is it fan- 
tastic imagining—or could it be the fore- 
shadowing of an event to come that Pro- 
fessor Berl has unwittingly stumbled upon 
the greatest secret of the age? 

If oil is the blood of the earth, and 
under terrific cataclysmic influences it will 
produce a fuel that will turn the wheels 
of civilization, is it psychopathic reason- 
ing to predict that the day is not far dis- 
tant when a synthetic human plasma will 
be manufactured in the laboratory? If 
ordinary collodial decomposition can be 
converted into a multitude of useful 
products, that which man’s intelligence 
creates is only an addition in dimension. 

Ordinary crude oil churned in nature’s 
immense laboratory may never be ren- 
dered fit for human use. It is filled with 
poisons accumulated over millions of 
years. In the man-made laboratory only 
selective mineral, vegetable and animal 
substances would be used. Synthetic human 
blood would be manufactured in varying 
octanes, for certainly all human beings 
do not vibrate to the same metabolic rate. 
Our allergies are nothing more than our 
failure to match vibration with vibration. 

All life is evolution out of one sphere 
into another. The succession of Neptunian 
cycles has shown us the evolution of oil. 
Oil is a protoplasmic substance and Nep- 
tune a protoplasmic planet. The blood in 
our body fuses our existence. Gasoline has 
fused humanity into one great whole. 
Substances must be universalized before 
they can be reassembled.

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: greatest power-houses of the uni- 
verse are the stars, Nothing else can 
compare with them as sources of energy. 
We refer to radiant energy, like that which 
comes from the sun and is transformed 
into heat upon reaching the solid earth. 
There are of course other kinds of energy, 
such as kinetic energy (energy of motion). 
A planet, for example, moving forever in 
an orbit around the sun, has tremendous 
kinetic energy. This was given it at the 
time of the birth of the planet. One is 
often asked, what keeps the planet going? 
The simplest answer is that there is noth- 
ing to stop it. Traveling in the vacuum of 
interplanetary spaces, it encounters no re- 
sisting medium of air, nor any friction to 
slow it down—such as is found in cases on 
the earth where motion takes place. 
Another question allied to this is, why 
do not the planets fly off into space and 
leave the solar system? Gravitation due 
to the sun’s mass prevents it, for the sun 
has enormous attraction for each planet. 
Then the question arises, why the planets 
do not fall into the sun, But their energy 
of motion in orbit prevents this from oc- 
curring. The situation is this, that the 
planetary orbit is, so to speak, a balance 
between the tendency to fly off in a straight 
line, and the attractive power of the sun. 
All astronomers admit that our sun is 
just one of the many other kinds of stars 
in the heavens. Only it is much nearer 
the earth, and so we can study it, compare 
it with other stars, and learn about the 
stars by the comparison. The energy given 
out by the electro-magnetic radiation of 
the sun is prodigious. Our globe is con- 
stantly receiving energy from the sun at 
the rate of 232,000,000,000,000 horse- 
power. This means roughly + million horse- 
power for each person. 


Modern Astronomy 


Celestial Power-Houses 
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Some idea of this great amount of energy 
liberated by the sun in the form of electro- 
magnetic vibrations and turned into heat, 
can be formed if we reflect that the above 
amount received by the earth is only about 
Tasowoowes Of the total horse-power given 
out by the sun, the total being a continu- 
ous supply of 508 sextillion h.p. More- 
over, of the total received by the earth, 
only zg is stored up in vegetable and 
animal life, and by water lifted into the 
atmosphere by evaporation. Very nearly 
all the energy available on the earth for 
our use is in these forms. Only a minor 
amount comes from the interior of the 
earth in the form of volcanic and other 
geologic ‘phenomena. 

Let us consider the stars, their energy, 
and later if possible their evolution. A 
star is a great sphere of intensely hot gas, 
surrounded by a photosphere. The latter 
is simply the outer surface, from which 
radiation is sent out.’ And outside of this 
is the outer atmosphere through which the 
radiation is filtered. As fast as the energy 
is radiated away, it is replenished from the 
deep interior of the star. It is interesting 
to enquire into this ultimate source of the 
energy, to investigate for one thing, how 
long it will last. 


Stellar Energy 


While the source of a star’s energy ap- 
pears to lie in the interior, the manner of 
its origin is obscure. Likewise the method 
of keeping the energy going for countless 
eons of time has puzzled scientists no end. 
This is a case where geology must coop- 
erate with astronomy, so that these sci- 
ences will be compatible with one another 
in their theories. 

A comparison of the sun with the earth 
in size shows our central luminary to be a 
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' glossal object. To give an idea of its 


yastness we noted before in these articles 
how long it would take to travel around it. 
We have also gone farther, by discussing 
the sizes of some giant and super-giant 
stars, which by comparison make the sun 
seem but a dwarf. 

Yet from every square yard of the sun’s 
surface the energy continuously outflowing 
js equal to 70,000 horse-power. Nor is 
this by any means an extreme example, for 
the intensely hot blue stars emit 100 or 
more times as much energy as the sun 
does, from each portion of their areas. 
This is still not the end of the matter, 
because the sun and the stars have been 
sending out their radiant energy for un- 
thinkable eons of time. 

Definitely the situation is not that the 
stars shine because they are so hot, as has 
been said sometimes. The idea is too 
simple. To keep them heated to a high 
degree, the energy must be supplied by 
some particular source. One idea is that 
heat is supplied by chemical combination 
taking place within the stars. This notion 
also is inadequate. The spectroscope tells 
why: the elements of which the star is 
composed are usually uncombined even in 
the cooler outer atmospheres; while in the 
interiors of the stars the separate atoms 
themselves, of an element, cannot hold 
themselves intact. Actually the stars are 
too hot to burn. 

One may ask the question, does the sun 
really burn? The idea of the sun burning 
involves an inconsistency with the condi- 
tions there. (Naturally our remarks would 
apply to the stars as well as the sun.) 
There is plenty of oxygen and also carbon 
in the sun as the spectroscope shows. 
Combustion or burning is the uniting of 
oxygen with hydrogen and carbon of a 
fuel. In the sun the parts of a fuel would 
not unite. Combustion we usually con- 
sider is aided by high temperature. A 
stick of wood, for instance, begins to burn 
—that is, unite with oxygen in the air— 
when it is kindled by a flame from a match 
or other torch. 

Yet too high a temperature is destruc- 
tive to a complex chemical substance, one 
that has many atoms in its molecules, such 
as the organic compounds of foods. So 
that complex substances would be broken 
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up into ‘simpler elements. Carbon dioxid 
would be dissociated into carbon and oxy- 
gen; water vapor into hydrogen and 
oxygen. Water-vapor and carbon dioxid 
are often products of the burning of sub- 
stances. If we could carry these to the 
sun we could unburn them—or separate 
them into the original carbon, oxygen, etc., 
and so have our carbon again. This, if it 
could be brought back to the earth, could 
be burned again. 

The sun’s surface temperature of 6000° 
C would “break the chemical bonds” of 
any complex compounds; in other words 
it would separate the elements of a com- 
pound. The gas of which the sun is com- 
posed must therefore consist of a mechan- 
ical mixture of pure elements (like iron, 
carbon hydrégen, helium, calcium, and 
numerous others) rather than of com- 
pounds. 

Years ago the theory was proposed that 
perhaps the stars’ energy was supplied by 
the fall of meteors upon its surface. Going 
through space at a velocity of several 
miles a second, a meteor develops enor- 
mous heat upon impact with a solid body 
or even the atmosphere. One estimates the 
daily encounters of meteors with the 
earth’s atmosphere, and computes the 
corresponding number that would fall upon 
the sun’s surface, or upon a star’s. But 
it is calculated that the infall of meteors 
would be entirely inadequate to keep up 
the star’s radiation. 

Another computation goes to show that 
with a sufficient number of meteors falling 
to the sun to provide the observed energy, 
these meteors would add to the sun’s mass. 
We might say, what of it? But the sun’s 
mass would have to double itself in per- 
haps 50,000,000 years, which does not, 
from other reasons, appear to have oc- 
curred. The best researchers on the ques- 
tion state that meteor impact—in fact any 
other source outside the star’s body—is 
unsatisfactory as a continued energy- 
supply. 

Helmholtz’ theory, proposed 90 years 
ago, was that the sun continues to shine 
because of a gradual and continuous con- 
traction of its size due to gravitative at- 
traction toward the center, Why should it 
contract? A gaseous sphere could not 
keep up a state of equilibrium because the 
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least pressure of a cool and rarefied gas 
would be unable to balance the mutual 
gravity between its component parts. So 
under its own weight it starts a contrac- 
tion. This means a compression of the gas 
inside. And this in turn produces heat 
increase, just as a bicycle pump gets hot 
as soon as one begins to use it. If the 
sun’s diameter contracted by 140 feet per 
year, as much heat would be generated as 
is lost by radiation. But it could not con- 
tinue forever: the sun would become 
denser, would grow cooler and finally 
cease to support life. 


Helmholtz thought that if the sun had 
been formerly much larger and had dimin- 
ished to its present size, it would have 
gained enough heat to keep going for the 
last 22,000,000 years. The fatal objection 
is that since his time, geologists have 
learned that the sun has been heating the 
earth for hundreds of millions of years. 
Therefore it would seem impossible that 
contraction could be adequate to keep the 
sun going for as long a time as it actually, 
has been in existence. Evidence from stars 
also confirms this: if contracting, they 
would change into different stages sooner 
than they show that they do. 


Atomic Physics 


Over 1,000,000,000 years have now been 
assigned to the age of the earth. For such 
a length of time, none of the familiar 
sources of energy is sufficient to keep the 
sun pouring out its radiation. Moreover, 
the sun’s age cannot be less than the 
earth’s, but may be much greater. There 
seems only one conclusion, that the stars 
must tap the huge source of energy locked 
up in the atoms of matter. The energy 
stored within the atom is almost unbe- 
lievably great. It has been the riddle of 
the ages to know how to release it. If the 
atomic energy could be released from one 
ounce of coal it would produce 100,000 
horsepower continuously for a year. 

There appear to be three main possi- 
bilities by which the sun and other stars 
keep up their energy output: (1) radio- 
activity, (2) annihilation of matter, and 
(3) transmutation of the elements. A 
consideration of these leads us into the 
allied fields of chemistry and physics. It 
might be well to review the meanings of 
the mysterious terms used in discussing

atomic matters, because of their abstruse 
nature and their interest and importance, 

In chemistry a definite kind of matter 
of which all specimens ever found show 
the same properties, is known as a sub- 
stance. A substance may be either simple 
or compound. A simple substance is one 
that can neither be made by the direct 
combination of, nor be decomposed into, 
two or more other substances. Oxygen, 
for example, is a simple substance, for no 
one can. decompose it into two or more 
other substances. A compound substance 
is one that can either be made by the 
direct combination of two or more sub- 
stances, or can be decomposed into two or 
more substances. Carbon dioxid is a 
chemical compound and can be broken 
down into carbon and oxygen. 

Chemical elements are important: these 
are the building-blocks of matter—the 
simple forms of matter, either free or in 
combination. Elements cannot be destroyed, 
even in chemical change. For example, 
water may be decomposed into hydrogen 
and oxygen, the hydrogen and oxygen be- 
ing elements, Sodium, nitrogen, iron, mer- 
cury, and gold are elements. 

The smallest particle into which matter 
can be subdivided without destroying its 
characteristic properties, is known as a 
molecule. A drop of the substance water 
is composed of many, many units, each a 
molecule. If the drop were enlarged to 
the size of the earth the molecules, it is 
believed, would be about the size of 
oranges. A liter, the metric measure of 
liquids, is a bit over a quart, and contains 
no less than 27,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000 (27 sextillion) molecules! 

These exceedingly small molecules are 
composed of even more minute units or 
particles, the atoms. A molecule of water 
contains two atoms of hydrogen and one 
of oxygen, hence the symbol H.0. A mole- 
cule is the physical unit of matter, an 
atom the chemical unit. There is no such 
thing as an atom of water or of any other 
compound, because it is only the elements 
that exist as atoms. The atoms of the 
elements may combine with each other in 
a great many different ways to give us the 
500,000 known compounds. 

Take a molecule of the .gas carbon 
monoxid (CO) for example; it has an 
atom of carbon and an atom of oxygen; 
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but a molecule of carbon dioxid (CO.) has 
an atom of carbon and two of oxygen. 
These gases have different properties and 
, so are different substances, the one addi- 
tional atom making the difference. The 
largest atom is not over josc0o000 inch in 
diameter. The chemist can build up new 
molecules from atoms, can break up com- 
plex molecules into atoms, or can rear- 
range atoms in the molecules. Scientists 
believed until about the beginning of the 
20th century that the atom could not be 
subdivided but that it was homogeneous 
throughout; but the discovery of x-rays 
and radioactivity has changed our ideas. 
More and more, the science of physics 
is becoming atomic physics. It deals with 
such small particles, however, that: it is 
difficult to imagine them or picture them 
as they are. The modern atom is thought 
of as having a mucleus composed of~elec- 
trically charged particles. The electrically 
charged: particles with a positive charge 
are protons. Then surrounding the nucleus 
and apparently revolving around it in 
somewhat the same manner of the planets 
going around the sun, are extremely minute 
particles, the electrons. Each electron has 
a charge of negative electricity. 


Radioactivity 


A few rare substances like uranium and 
radium give off radiations similar to x-rays, 
“all by themselves’—that is, spontane- 
ously. Radiations like this are out of the 
ordinary because they pass through ma- 
terial that is opaque to ordinary light. 
However they are stopped by metal, bone, 
etc. Substances that give off radiations of 
this type are radioactive. Radium itself is 
likely the most interesting element known. 
It is over 1,000,000 times as active as 
uranium. The atoms of radioactive sub- 
stances are constantly exploding or disin- 
tegrating, and the changes are subatomic, 
actually with the atom. 

The energy change taking place in radio- 
active disintegration is far greater than in 
ordinary chemical reactions. Take one 
gram of radium. It undergoes spontaneous 
disintegration. Rays are given off. Nothing 
can stop them. It evolves 120 calories of 
heat per hour and continues to evolve this 
heat, at a diminished rate, for centuries. 
One gram of carbon that burns and unites 


with the air forming CO, gives out 8070 
calories. Whereas the total heat available 
from a gram of radium would be more 
than 2,000,000,000 calories. 

Even uranium contains -within itself 
enormous hidden energy. A pound of ura- 
nium salts disintegrating would give us 
sufficient power to drive a big liner across 
the ocean. The trouble is we cannot con- 
trol by any means the rate of breakdown 
of the radioactive elements. But if some 
means of hastening the radioactive changes 
could be found and on a big scale, we 
would have a prodigious new power at 
hand, the power of atomic energy. The 
energy stored in less than one ounce of 
hydrogen would be enough to lift 20 of our 
largest battleships higher than Mont 
Blanc. 

Radioactivity has been seriously thought 
of as a possible source of stellar energy. 
However, if the sun were made up entirely 
of radioactive materials, still the rate of 
energy given out would not be over half 
the value of the present rate of the sun’s 
radiation. Besides this, there is not a large 
proportion of these elements in the sun, so 
this idea probably is not the solution to 
what keeps the sun and stars shining. 








Annihilation of Matter 


Some investigators incline to the view 
that a star generates its radiation by de- 
stroying it own atoms. If an electron 
(negatively charged) should come into 
close contact with a proton (positively 
charged), they could neutralize each other 
and matter would be annihilated. At one 
moment an atom exists, and suddenly it 
has disappeared with nothing left but a 
flash of radiation. Under this theory the 
sun would be annihilating its atoms at the 
rate of over 4,000,000 tons a second, and 
other stars must be doing the same, but 
perhaps at different rates according to 
their luminosities. As the stars emit light 
perpetually, they consequently lose weight 
and so must be getting lighter, and the 
oldest stars would be the lightest in weight, 
There is much evidence for the hypothesis, 
yet on the whole the method of complete 
annihilation of matter is not thought very 
likely. Theoretical physicists believe that 
complete annihilation of matter cannot 
very well occur unless the temperature be 
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thousands of millions of degrees. But. in- 
asmuch as the temperature of the interiors 
of stars is of the order of 20,000,000° C, 
even these excessively high temperatures 
would seem to be too low for annihilation 
to take place. 


Another process is a variation of this, 
whereby there is a building-up of heavier 
atoms like helium, out of the light-weight 
hydrogen atoms. It is only a partial anni- 
hilation of matter. If four atoms of 
hydrogen unite with each other with the 
resulting formation of one atom of helium, 
a considerable amount of heat is liberated. 
The process involves the disappearance of 
0.8 per-cent of their mass, and this disap- 
pearance may be taken to be the released 
energy. It is calculated that a small pro- 


‘portion of hydrogen in a star, when built 


up entirely into helium, would keep it 
shining for 10,000,000,000 years, Ac- 
cording to the spectroscope there is an 
overwhelming preponderance of hydrogen 
in the atmospheres of stars. By the com- 
plete annihilation process the star would 
slowly but completely consume itself; but 
by the partial annihilation method the star 
would cease shining when but partly con- 
sumed, 


Transmutation of the Elements 


The beginnings of chemistry are said to 
have been developed in the temples of 
Egypt in the old times, by the alchemists. 
Many of these workers were sincere, al- 
though there were frauds too. The alche- 
mists employed a mystical language, con- 
trary to the scientists of today. They 
labored for 1000 years to change metals 
like mercury and copper into gold, and 
while they did make various discoveries, 
they failed to obtain gold from the cheaper 
metals. 

The changing of one element into a dif- 
ferent element is transmutation of the ele- 
ments. It is not simply a rearrangement 
of atoms in a nucleus. Atoms are ordi- 
narily impregnable, cannot be split up or 
changed. In order to do this we must 
split the nucleus of an atom, because nearly 
all the mass of an atom is concentrated in 
the nucleus. The old alchemists did not 
Since 


been scoffed at. But within the last few 
years, transmutation has actually been 
achieved. 


Transmutation is brought about by 
changing the number of protons and neu- 
trons of an atom into a different kind 
and arrangement, so that a different kind 
of atom originates. If atoms can be bom- 
barded by high-speed particles—protons, 
electrons, or helium nuclei (“alpha-par- 
ticles”), the bombarding particles strike 
some of the atomic nuclei. These nuclei 
break down into different or new nuclei, 
making new atoms. 


The cyclotron is an immense and power- 
ful atom-smasher, and used for nuclear 
disintegrations. It has an enormous magnet 
and develops huge voltage. When operat- 
ing at high voltage it is believed to hurl as 
many projectiles at a target as all the 
radium in existence would produce by 
natural disintegration. The projectiles 
used (protons of hydrogen for instance) 
do not always make a direct hit, but when 
they do, the atom is smashed into frag- 
ments that combine to form the new atom. 
Many kinds of atoms have been experi- 
mented with and transmuted since 1932. 
Dunning and Pegram at Columbia have 
succeeded in transmuting platinum into 
gold by bombarding the platinum with 
alpha-particles of radium. 


Transmutation may occur inside a star, 
where the particles maintain exceedingly 
high velocities. The laboratory experi- 
ments go to show that in the case of the 
stars, the transmutation probably proceeds 
fast enough to give the energy needed to 
keep up the stars’ radiation. At present, 
opinion is divided between the method of 
annihilation of matter and the transmuta- 
tion of the elements, there being evidence 
to support each side. It is a very difficult 
problem, in which astronomers are just 
beginning to make progress.

brotherhood like ours. We mfay all die and 
what we finally learn, as the heirs of the 
ages, could also die with us.” 

This was the longest speech Nostra- 
damus had ever been known to make.

tonight, but he would do what he willed 
to do in his own way.

The Technique of Phase Analysis 


THE NEPTUNE CHART 


A. we come to the study of the Nep- 
tune function, operating in the individual 
and in human society, we find ourselves 
on unfamiliar and often disconcerting 
nds. Careful attention to basic prin- 
ciples is needed if the negative valuations 
ordinarily given to this remote planet, or 
even the vague and confusing positive 
meanings attributed to its “influence” are 
to be clearly understood. They can only 
be seen with a real degree of clarity if we 
study Neptune in reference to the totality 
of the solar system as seen from the point 
of view of man on the Earth, yet according 
to the modern heliocentric system. And let 
us stress again here the fact that astrology 
can, at the same time, accept the modern 
astronomical picture of the universe, yet 
refer every fact interpreted by means of 
the astrological technique to the interpreter 
—that is, to man living on this Earth- 
globe. ; 

In the May issue of this magazine, a 
general study of the functions (or levels 
of human activity) represented by Uranus 
and Neptune was outlined. These two 
functions are closely related and they 
complement each other. They constitute 
two phases of a process of universalization 
which produces the eventual metamorpho- 
sis of earth-conditioned man, ruled by a 
particular geographical and_biological- 
social environment, into spirit-conditioned 
man able to direct and organize his activi- 
ties according to the rhythm of a relatively 
universal reality which includes essentially 
all human beings and expresses itself in a 
“global” kind of consciousness. 

In the above sentence two things should 
stand out: first, the contrast between 
earth-conditioned and _ spirit-conditioned 
factors—then, the implied statement that 
the term “spirit” refers to a “reality which 
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includes all human beings.” Because of 
this last statement, it should be clear that 
the contrast between “earth-conditioning” 
and “spirit-conditioning” should not be 
construed as an opposition between a con- 
crete world of tangible facts and a tran- 
scendent, mysterious, or “mystical” realm 
called “spiritual.” It may seem on the 
surface of man’s consciousness (or in the 
troubled and confused realm of dreams) 
as if there were such an opposition. This 
semblance constitutes the Great Illusion; 
and Neptune is made to operate as a nega- 
tive factor wherever this Illusion is active 
in man’s consciousness . . . which is in the 
vast majority of places and minds. 
Spirit represents always the next step in 
inclusiveness. It is the evolutionary goal 
ahead—wherever one is, And this “goal 
ahead” and “next step” are very real; 


‘they are not abstractions. And if they can 


be called “transcendent” it is essentially in 
the sense that a greater sphere transcends 
the smaller spheres it contains. The 
greater sphere is “beyond” the outside 
boundaries of the lesser; thus it appears 
transcendent to the consciousness which 
has the smaller sphere as its field of ac- 
tivity. The greater includes more than the 
lesser; the solar system more than the 
planet, Earth. But the solar system is as 
concrete and as real as our globe—even if 
its nature expresses itself in and through a 
type of space-relationships and time-fac- 
tors different from those associated with 
our human earth-conditioned conscious- 
ness. 

The spiritual is as concrete as the bio- 
logical; even though the two kinds of con- 
creteness are different, because based upon 
different space and time values. However, 
the spiritual seems always some sort of 
idealistic fancy or visionary dream to the 
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person encased in earth-rigidity of mind 
and feeling. Thus a world-federation of all 
the people of the Earth appears a tran- 
scendent, visionary Utopia to the isolation- 
ist who cannot think in larger terms than 
personal, class or national values. Man 
considered as an organized and (in the 
broadest sense of the term) “organic” 
whole including all human beings (past, 
present and future) is a mere abstraction 
to the individual who considers Hindu art 
“barbaric.” This generic entity Man, 
nevertheless, is a concrete reality—a truly 
organic reality. To realize this is the first 
step toward a positively spirit-conditioned 
life. It is a step represented by a positive 
Neptune; while, on the other hand, to 
evade the recognition of this concreteness 
of the spirit in organic Humanity, and to 
worship absolutely a ‘transcendent and 
forever unattainable ideal is to follow the 
negative aspects of Neptune: the aspect of 
escape or glamour. 

Neptune can bring to an individual an 
insistent yearning for escape—psychologi- 
cal or social. It can bring confusion and 
chaotic dreams, or thralldom to some 
visionary ideal which is only a compensa- 
tion for unwholesome and frustrated liv- 
ing. It can make of a “free man” a slave 
to collective enthusiasms, collective de- 
mands or to collective standards of 
morality and value. It can produce all 
these negative results and many more; 
but these only occur because the trué 
meaning and purpose of the Neptune func- 
tion are not recognized by the individual 
ego. 

This is due to the simple fact that the 
individual ego is not yet ready to use such 
a function consciously and without psycho- 
logical resistances. And the individual 
ego, in most cases, is not ready for such a 
use because humanity as a whole has hard- 
ly reached the evolutionary level at which 
the bio-psychological _instrumentalities 
necessary to the positive and constructive 
operation of the Neptune function have 
become normally available even to the 
more cultured or more determined groups 
of human beings. The nature of these. 
physiological and psychological instru- 
mentalities have been known to a relatively 
small group of men throughout the ages, 
who have apparently used them for defi- 
nite purposes; but that knowledge—when- 
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ever mentioned—has been clouded, and ig 
still clouded, in mystery. It is only during 
the last decades, that a more public pre 
sentation of some of the factors seemingly 
connected with the actual and concrete 
operation of the Neptune function has 
been attempted—and this mostly by sei- 
entists and psychologists who probably do 
not fully understand the meaning of the 
function, or are not ready to accept the 
philosophical implication of its use and 
evolutionary character. 

It is most likely that the many occult 
or even spiritualistic movements of the last 
hundred years, since Neptune became 
known, can be interpreted as more or less 
incoherent, inchoate or rigidly controlled 
attempts guarded to open the mind of man 
to the real significance of this Neptune 
function. These attempts have brought 
much confusion and delusion, fraud and 
self-deception, simply because of the re 
sistance of our individual egos and of our 
social-cultural, academic traditions to the 
basic fact that humanity (past, present 
and future) is actually an organic whole. 

Modern man has resisted and is still 
resisting the recognition of this fact, be 
cause such a recognition must in time do 
away with many individual, and as many 
social, concepts and structures, to which 
most human béings today cling stubbornly. 
What was but a Uranian concept and 
vision until recently has, however, become 
truly a fact, thanks to our global cartels 
and our global wars. It has become in- 
creasingly an actual fact—even though a 
fact perceived through the dark glasses of 
greed and lust for power—since Pluto be- 
came known. 

We wrote that Neptune is the “power 
to make the universal values envisioned by 
Uranus concrete and workable;” that, 
while a “Uranian seer realizes that all men 
are brothers and humanity constitutes one 
world only, it is Neptune’s task to work 
out an inclusive pattern of organization 
which will make this universal Uranian 
vision a concrete and an organic reality.” 
We have seen also that Pluto represents 
the impulse which will exteriorize and 
make effective such a Neptunian “inclusive 
pattern of organization.” But this Plu 
tonian impulse at first takes on a most 
destructive character; because the Nep 
tunian function has neither been accepted 
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by a majority of men, nor has it mani- 
fested so far publicly in a concrete enough, 
realistic enough, efficient enough manner. 
Lack of concreteness produces illusory 

of abstraction or transcendence; 
lack of realistic understanding leads to 
yerbalism and self-deception, to big words 
and unfocussed actions; lack of efficiency 
results in vagueness, foggy notions and 
perversions of all kinds. 

Neptune has been said justly to repre- 
sent in an individual’s life his “responsi- 
bility to society,” “a way of acting by 
which the individual fits himself into the 
civilized mode of life in which he realizes 
his freedom.” And “this is bondage, when 
it is not understood, otherwise it is willing 
conformity to the needs of the group” 
(How to learn Astrology: Marc Jones). 
Such statements are easily applicable to a 
study of the Neptune Chart cast in rela- 
tion to an individual’s life, according to 
our technique of Phase-analysis. But the 


meaning of Neptune reaches farther. The 
Neptune function is that which builds 
“concrete universals,”’ that is, organiza- 
tions based on the principle of total inclu- 
sion, 

Neptune is symbolically the Sea, or the 


atmosphere of our planet as a whole. It is 
thus the agency through which global rela- 
tionships, which include all continents, all 
islands and all human beings, are made 
possible. And whenever the Neptune func- 
tion operates positively and as a building 
factor in the life of an individual or a 
collectivity, then the power to build (sym- 
bolically speaking) “ships” and “aero- 
planes” is demonstrated. The Wilsonian 
League of Nations was such a “ship”—an 
instrumentality to establish global rela- 
tionships. The British Empire and before 
it, the old Roman Empire, were Neptunian 
agencies inasmuch as they were attempts 
at linking all known lands through the Seas. 
They were in the main coercive organiza- 
tions; but the Neptune function is never 
seen in its true nature until it is built upon 
the principle of confederation. 

Neptune in the chart of the actually 
individualized person is therefore the sym- 
bol of the person’s ability, not only to 
“conform to the needs of the group,” but 
to participate (or to lead) in the building 
of physical, psychological and social struc- 
tures through which the largest possible 


number of elements are integrated. These 
“structures” may be ships, trade-agencies, 
Federation of states, world-organizations; 
or they may be philosophical systems, sci- 
entific formulas and theories (such as 
Einstein’s). They may as well be new 
techniques of psychological integration 
(such as ancient Yoga systems, or Jung’s 
methods, or astrdlogy—when properly un- 
derstood and applied). And they may also 
take the form of physiological structures 
which undoubtedly exist in potentiality in 
all human beings, yet which but the very 
few are able to use consciously. 

It is for this reason that people born 
under a conjunction of Mars and Neptune 
often manifest marked creative abilities, 
or “genius” of a sort; for, as we saw al- 
ready (American Astrology, October 1943, 
p. 46), Neptune brings then to the faculty 
of initiative (Mars) the vision or urge 
which compels the individual to act toward 
a goal of greatest possible collective in- 
clusiveness. The individual’s actions serve 
thus the purpose of group-integration, 
rather than solely individual aims— 
granted of course that Neptune acts posi- 
tively; and where it acts negatively, then, 
the individual’s actions tend to destroy the 
individual himself. 

When Neptune is considered as repre- 
senting the individual’s responsibility or 
bondage to society it can best be studied as 
it appears within the framework of the 
Solar Chart, or better still of the natal 
chart; for then it is seen as a power which 
hinders, or at least limits and conditions, 
the exercise of the individual’s will and 
freedom. Neptune can be also studied 
with great advantage in the Mars and 
Saturn Charts, for there again it affects 
very definitely the individual’s ability to 
release his personal energies and to con- 
solidate his sense of self. 

The Neptune Chart, however, is of great 
value whenever one wishes to study the 
Neptune function as the builder of struc- 
tures of integration based on universalistic 
values and on the principles of all-inclu- 
siveness. What the chart reveals is the 
manner in which the other functions con- 
tribute to, or detract from, the operation 
of these Neptunian mechanisms, instru- 
mentalities, or organs—provided, of course, 
they operate at all! Whether or not they 
do operate is a question which no astrologi- 
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cal chart can ever tell. If, however, they 
operate, then the manner of their operation 
can be deduced from the Neptune Chart. 


We may well take the chart of Carl G. 
Jung as an illustration, for he is a man 
who has helped thousands to rebuild their 
consciousness along the line of a greater 
psychological inclusiveness and to assimi- 
late in their conscious, personal lives the 
contents of the Collective Unconscious. 
The Collective Unconscious is the reservoir 
for the basic experiences common to all 
men, particularly all men within a special 
type of culture. It is not only a store- 
house, but the very root from which differ- 
entiated individuals draw their generic, 
vital (and in a sense, spiritual) sustenance. 
The individual ego is the differentiated 
topmost part of the total personality; the 
Collective Unconscious is the vast sea of 
human-ness out of which the ego emerges 
as a differentiated structure. The ego is a 
differentiated structure because it excludes 
all except the materials being differen- 
tiated. Once the ego-structure is solidly 
built, it must then strive to include the 
very things it has excluded, if the per- 
sonality is to grow in fullness and spiritual 
stature. 

Jung’s birth-chart is most interesting in 
that it features a square of Neptune and 
the Moon, to Sun and Uranus in the Signs 
Taurus and Leo. In addition to this an 
insistent Mars in Sagittarius, just turning 
“direct,” makes 135° aspects to the two 
planetary pairs. This outlines a Y-figure 
with Mars as the throttle of the especially 


powerful engine which the rest of the com 
figuration constitutes. The Sun is most 
powerful in Leo; and Uranus, though 1}. 
degree distant, pulls this solar power in 
the direction of regenerative, inspirational 
activities. The Moon is also very strong 
in Taurus, especially as it is in “mutual 


‘reception” with Venus in Cancer (ie, 


Moon rules Cancer, and Venus rules Tay 
rus); and Neptune, though 12-degree dis 
tant, is the background for this lunar 
activity. The squares of Sun and Neptune, 
and Moon to Uranus are very close as 
pects; so that we have a combination of 
peculiar strength, where closeness and dis- 
tance are inter-related, and both the 
“lights” (Sun and Moon, symbols of. the 
life-force in its dual aspect) are squared 
by the planets of universalization, Uranus 
and Neptune. The Moon moreover is com- 
ing to a conjunction with Pluto, barely 
eight degrees ahead in Taurus. 

If this configuration is seen in reference 
to the Solar Chart erected according to the 
technique of Phase-analysis, Neptune and 
the Moon fall at the entrance of the sector 
of “Crisis in Consciousness,” repolariza- 
tion, revision of values and reconsideration 
of conscious motives, openness to the Col- 
lective Unconscious, etc.” (American As- 
trology, April 1943, page 42). These char- 
acteristics represent thus the type of action 
exerted upon the Sun by Neptune and the 
Moon. The powerful Leo Sun is thus 
squarely aroused by problems of con 
sciousness and the onsurge of ‘Primordial 
Images,” especially those related to the 
Moon (anima and mother-Image)—and 
indeed these Images are the driving forces 
in Jung’s psychological approach. But at 
the same time Uranus is ahead of the Sun 
and thus serves as the main releasing 
agency for Jung’s essential vitality and 
selfhood. 

Fhe result is that Jung’s great purpose 
and function (as symbolized by the Sun) 
are shown to have been forced into dy- 
namic manifestation by Neptunian-Lunat 
crises in consciousness, and projected upon 
the world (and at first in his own outer 
nature) through the regenerative, trans- 
forming and “alchemical” activity of the 
Uranus function. Mars in Sagittarius at 
the entrance of the fourth sector of the 
Solar Chart (“overcoming of obstacle— 
extreme of forceful activity, etc.”) inde 
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cates further that a very great amount of 


driving power and intense conviction were* 


available to exteriorize the Solar will and 
purpose. 

If now we consider the situation as it 
is shown in the Neptune Chart, printed 
above, we find that the Sun and Uranus 
energize powerfully the sector of “Crisis 
in action, release of creative power, etc. 
_. 2’ We conclude then that the instru- 
mentalities through which the Neptunian 
function operates are vitalized (Sun) and 
inspirationally guided (Uranus) during 
“rises in action.” And because the Moon 
(and Pluto) are ahead of Neptune in the 
frst sector of the chart, we surmise that 
Jung was able to give form to his methods 
af psychological integration and to reach 
his essential therapeutic conclusions 
through the operation of a strong anima, 
and probably through his association with 
tither a woman (mother or wife, perhaps), 
or woman in general. 

The position of the Moon in Taurus 
between Neptune and Pluto is very sug- 
gestive. It would be meaningless to specu- 
late on what actually has occurred in 
Jung’s personal life that would fit in with 
such a lunar position. The Moon is moving 
inside of the Earth’s orbit and about to 
rach Pluto which is squared by Saturn 
in Aquarius. Great intensity of feeling is in 
widence; but a Moon squared by Saturn 
and Uranus, and “besieged” by Neptune 
and Pluto, is a very extraordinary kind 
of Moon! Fortunately a chain of sextiles 
and two strong trines (Jupiter to Saturn, 
Uranus to Mars) provide strong building 
agencies to handle the explosive and ex- 
tremely far-reaching energy powering 
Jung’s personality; and the quintile as- 
pect of Mercury and Venus to Neptune 
(in the sector of “expansion” of the Nep- 
tune Chart) indicates moreover a men- 
ality and a sense of value which the Nep- 
tune function can operate in a creative 
manner. Saturn too is in quintile aspect 
to Neptune; this forming bi-quintiles 
(144° aspects) to the Mercury-Venus 
pair. 

If we add to the foregoing the fact that 
Neptune is stationary and becoming direct, 
and that it is located on a degree sym- 
bolized (Sabian system) by “the rainbow’s 
pot of gold glowing amidst the sparkling 
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rain” (a degree of unlimited resources and 
of prodigality of spiritual love, etc.)— 
then, we can easily sense the remarkable 
manner in which the Neptune function 
operates in Jung’s total personality. He 
was born at a time which fitted him ex- 
tremely well to.become a builder of struc- 
tures of integration on the basis of an 
universalitic, all-inclusive approach to life. 
His was the power and fire necessary to 
pierce through the inertia and the narrow- 
ness of our culture; and his also the fo- 
cussed mind able to formulate and apply 
the “vision” revealed to him by Uranus 
during the middle period of his life. Be- 
cause of him many human beings can now 
be better prepared to meet their confron- 
tation with Neptune, dissolver of boun- 
daries, builder of ‘concrete universals.”

The excess of right angles between birth 
planets and planets on the date of mar- 
riage seems to apply to all planetary com- 
binations except those of Saturn. Results 
indicate that Saturn works the other way, 
perhaps . . . to retard rather than promote.

The Influence of the Planet Mars in the 
Twelve Signs of the Zodiac

“Cancer to the Strangler is not wholly untoward. In this lunar alembic the martian 
impulse undergoes a peculiar alchemization, whereof the liquor is thrice as powerful 


as the simple crystal itself.” 


I. Cancer, Mars the Agitator is en- 
throned in the lunar realm, first division of 
the Trinity of Water, fourth of the Signs 
of Heaven. Here the Lord of Violence 
reigns in square to Aries, the primary 
source of his energy, and in trine to 
Scorpio, the furthermost limits of his tem- 
poral domain. The dark waters of the 
lunar lake faithfully reflect the ruddy 
glare of the Incendiary’s torch, a mirror 
held up to the stars. 

In Cancer Mars, being in the Sign of 
his fall, heralds considerable emotional 
disequilibrium, at times violent, always 
fitful and as uncertain in their period as 
in their cause and circumstance. There 
is no gainsaying the fact that it is the 
nature of this asterism to be shy, tenacious, 
changeable and altogether unreliable both 
as to manner and form of manifestation. 

As Cancer is nascent or elemental mind 
in its first unintellectualized condition, 
which is to say mind that is a mere aware- 
ness of feeling or the emotional type of 
mentality, this position of Mars at birth 
is bound to emphasize very greatly the 
emotional faculties at the expense of the 
purely intellectual so considered. This in 
turn stimulates the intuitional ability,. or 
that sense of awareness not dependent 
upon reasoning or inference, viz.: the a 
priori representation of time and space, a 
sort of fourth dimensional perceptive abili- 
ty that has its root in the astral body. 
Given the stimulating sextiles or trines of 
the Moon, Uranus, Neptune or Pluto it

will readily be perceived that the native’s 
intuitional sense may well increase to 
phenomenal proportions upon occasion. 
Indéed Mars’ specialized energy is here 
rendered soluble instead of concentrated, 
as in Aries or Leo, its trend becoming dis 
tinctly sensuous and with a strong urge 
toward artistic expression. In fact many 
of the world’s greatest artists have rejoiced 
in this position of Mars at birth, a violent 
one to be sure and most usually introduc 
ing a tragic note into the life as I have 
had occasion to ascertain in numerous in- 
stances, but yet wielding a decidedly ar- 
tistic influence withal. 

In Cancer Mars’ action is bold and fear- 
less, ambitious and industrious, shaken by 
many paroxysms of temper as well as tem- 
perament and with many irritable tenden- 
cies. When offended these people incline 
to nurse their grievances over a consider 
able period; they rebel, too, against re 
straint at the same time that they manifest 
a strong aptitude for the exercise of un 
restricted authority over everything and 
everybody connected with their more pet- 
sonal life. At home they insist upon having 
full sway, but though domestic troubles 
are ever in the offing when they are not 
actually at hand, they will scarcely be of 
a serious nature unless Mars be afflicted 
by the Moon or Venus from some Angle 
of the Nativity, in which case frequent and 
more or less violent quarrels are bound 
to result, along with an insistent urge 
move from place to place, resulting in m0 
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gttled residence. Afflictions by other than 
these two planets will produce much the 

| game results though at less frequent 
intervals. 

Mars in Cancer becomes veritably the 
Lord of Strife—his position here being a 
blend of fire and water, of energy and 
emotion, of the positive and the negative 
—while under any notable afflictions he 
becomes the generator of both hate and 
despair. In the latter event the tendency 
to harbor malice is pronounced, the. first 
opportunity to display it being eagerly 
sought. In any case the temper and emo- 
tions are uncertain so that any real friend- 
ship with these people would seem to 
imply the exercise of one’s sympathy and 
understanding besides the periodical exer- 
tion of a definite forebearance. 

Of necessity there is a considerable 
glfishness inherent in this position, the 
outlook being quite personal and in that 
sense restricted dn its measure. So as the 
disposition is unsteady there is no certain 
way to please them other than by per- 
,mitting them to set the pace along with 
a judicious use of what is tantamount to 
flattery. But as Cancer is very largely un- 


able to resist the appeal of flattery any- 
way, Mars’ position therein will scarcely 
introduce a new element, excepting that 
the taste for it will likely be more pro- 
nounced and so call for less discrimina- 
tion in how it is applied. 

Naturally these people are ever mind- 
ful of their own comfort, being particu- 
larly susceptible to the mellowing effect 
of rich food and good liquor, whence the 
inference that the quickest—mind, I said 
the quickest, not the exclusive—road to 
their heart is to be sought through their 
stomach. I have neither heard of nor ob- 
served any exceptions to this rule. As the 
fondness for luxury is quite pronounced 
so also the sex centers are apt to be over- 
active, particularly at puberty and just 
before the menopause in both sexes. Should 
either Light be in a double-bodied Sign 
and square to Mars, for a certainty there 
will be more than one marriage, else extra- 
marital connections. Mars in Cancer very 
often proposing various passionate attach- 
ments. Also should Mars here be favorably 
aspected by the Moon, Venus or Jupiter, 
these natives will either inherit good homes 
(land, houses) or acquire them by honest

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effort. Mars here generates an exceedingly 
laborious vibration, causing his natives to 
strive to provide agafist the disabilities 
incidental to old age, 

The Lord of Satiety at the Portals of 
Life proposes something of a suicide com- 
plex, particularly when adversely aspected 
by the malefics from Angles, though more 
frequently these measure toward various 
non-fatal attempts, more especially where 
the. afflicting bodies cast their rays from 
the remaining divisions of the Geniture. 
However, as Cancer constitutes the Fourth 
Angle (end of life) in the normal succes- 
sion of the Signs, any strong angular afflic- 
tions usually denote a violent end to life, 
as in the case of Marie Antoinette, Alex- 
ander II, Lou Tellegen (suicide) and many 
others too numerous and too obscure to 
mention here. In any case not a few diffi- 
culties are proposed as occurring toward 
the close of life unless a conscientious 
effort is made to cultivate poise and 
harmony through the years. 

There are, too, numerous instances when 
an afflicted Mars in this asterism proposes 
the early death of one’s mother, or one’s 
early separation from or disagreement with 
her. Again it often points to one’s ex- 
periencing trouble through real estate, 
property or inheritance. In not a few cases 
it foreshadows danger arising from fires 
and accidents at home, this being pretty 
much of an index to recklessness and to 
careless attitudes of mind and habit. In 
other instances these domestic losses have 
occurred through storms, floods, earth- 
quake or theft, though it is always the 
home and the native’s relation thereto that 
is involved. 

The Lord of Tasks in the Mansion of 
Tanit the lunar goddess favors men quite 
a bit more than it does women. To the 
latter he frequently brings pain in child- 
birth with sometimes the loss of the first- 
‘born. It often becomes one of the prog- 
nostics of an early attack of the “grand 
passion,” though not necessarily the index 
of an early marriage, regarding which it 
has been often observed to exert just the 
contrary effect by promoting an engage- 
ment of a longer than ordinary duration or 
by inspiring an innate distrust of the mar- 
ried state.. Finally, to sum up Mars’ in- 
dications in relation to marriage when 
vibrating through this sheath, it may con- 
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fidently be asserted that here he sows. the 
seed of a considerable marital 
tion even in cases where he is not pro 
inently placed or aspected in the Birth 
Scheme, : 

Most of all it may be taken as emphasis. 
ing the artistic powers of expression along 
many lines, such as music, painting, litera. 
ture and the drama, as the many artists 
who were born with Mars in this asterism 
—from Dante Aleghieri to Michael Angelo 
and on through Shakespeare and Balzac 
down to Shirley Temple and Maestro Tos- 
canini—can testify. As the light of Mars’ 
impulse is here diffused through the prisms 
of the Emotional Trinity of Signs it be 
comes universalized in a catholicity of 
sympathy and interests. Nevertheless to 
leap to the conclusion that to be born at 
a time when Mars was in Cancer is 
synonymous with a disinterested attitude 
directed toward the greatest good for the 
greatest number is altogether erroneous 
since, as has indeed already been observed, 
in this Sign Mars actuates a considerable 
selfishness of viewpoint. And indeed there 
have been few artists of note who were not 
primarily wrapped up in themselves, as 
history as well as personal observation 
and experience can amply testify. Only 
that it is necessarily the quality of all 
artistic achievements of any magnitude 
that they make a direct appeal to the 
emotions (Mars) of the masses (Cancer, 
the mass Sign), Mars here being invested 
with the personal (Cancer) appeal to the 
lunar (Moon: the crowd, the common- 
ality) sympathy plus the flashy liberality 
of Jupiter (exalted in Cancer), a con 
catenation of planetary impulses all com- 
bining to make a magnificent display upon 
occasion. 

If Mars be the Lord of Life (Aries, the 
first stage of manifestation) he often as- 
sumes the habiliments of the Angel of 
Death (Scorpio, Sign of Destruction and 
of Reconstruction), wherefore Cancer be- 
ing a stomach and breast Sign, Mar’ 
severely afflicted therein is the consistent 
cause of stomach ulcers and inflammations, 
digestive ailments, of palpitation of the 
heart and a liability to fevers including 
various inflammatory diseases, of visual 
troubles (in connection with certain of the 
Fixed Stars) of various kinds and even

a may be wise to look at July within 
the larger frame of the opening square of 
Saturn to Neptune on the 2nd, and the 
closing square of Mars to Uranus on the 
3ist. The first sets the tone (for the 
whole quarter) on a deeper level of seri- 
ousness, of sacrifice than heretofore known 
even in this global struggle. Here is chal- 
lenge (the square) by universal forces 
irresponsibly set in motion, the threat of 
liquidation (Neptune) to all that civilized 
man has built to guard his security and 
order his world (Saturn). 

The closing square of Mars to Uranus 
on the 3st suggests a high point in a most 
explosive stage of the conflict itself. Both 
sides are in there plugging with everything 
in the arsenal, but the boldest frontal 
attack, combined with the element of sur- 
prise, and the heaviest weight of air power 
(Uranus in Gemini) most brilliantly and 
unexpectedly used, should produce the de- 
sired result for the side on the offensive, 
for this is preeminently an offensive aspect. 

Within this frame, July’s aspects are 
fluid to a degree. There are besides these 
two squares, seven conjunctions and six 
sextiles—a pattern of emphasis and strik- 
ing power (conjunctions) and of preoccu- 
pation with business immediately at hand 
(sextiles). 

The task in hand is of epic scope 
(Saturn square Neptune) and of a diffi- 
culty that defies the imagination in antici- 
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pation, but this largely conjunctive pattern 
can get it done. Here is relief from too 
much jumping of the hurdles to a post- 
war paradise (Neptunian trines and oppo- 
sitions). Yet the global importance of 
each piecemeal achievement is suggested 
by the fact that Neptune, Pluto and 
Uranus receive ten of the fifteen aspects 
maturing during the month. The giants 
may set the stage, but Sun and the planets 
of Affairs—Mars, Venus and Mercury— 
have to do the work. 

Most important of the seven conjunc- 
tions include that of Mars and Jupiter in 
26 Leo on July Sth (the day of the Full 
Moon) and the three conjunctions to Pluto 
(Mercury on July 15th, Venus on July 
23rd, Sun July 31st), in the 8th and 9th 
degrees of Leo sensitized by the eclipse of 
July 31st, 1943. 

The degree for the Jupiter-Mars con- 
junction is curiously apt, coming as it does 
after the engulfing and disillusioning let- 
down of the Saturn-Neptune square. Not 
only is it a psychological “shot in the 
arm” by planetary implication (Jupiter 
and Mars in Leo near the royal star Regu- 
lus make a pretty exuberant and confident 
combination), but the degree symbol car- 
ries the idea further. “A perfect rainbow 
forms slowly in the summer rain as the 
Sun begins to break through the rather 
thin cloudbanks.” The degree suggests 
that the panic or drop into the “slough of 
despond” of the past fortnight by those 
who habitually hit both the crest of the 
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wave and its trough too easily was an 
exaggeration of a reality that might be 
difficult enough but not as the defeatists 
or pessimists magnified it. 

Both the 8th and the 9th degrees of Leo 
are significantly suggestive. Leo 8 (Mer- 
cury-Pluto): “A man of mean and low 
appearance but with the burning fire of a 
great cause in his eyes, is stirring up dis- 
content.”” Perhaps here zealdts among the 
great submerged may rouse their more 
dispirited fellows, for Marc Jones goes on 
to say it is “a symbol of the inherent 
divinity in man, that element which under 
the pressure of misfortune and suppres- 
sion will always gain its greatest power to 
overturn old and institute new orders.” 
Positively, it is persistence; negatively, 
resistance, and its keyword is “leavening.” 

Leo 9 (Venus-Pluto; Sun-Pluto): “In a 
scene of weird display and brilliant colors, 
glass-blowers produce, one by one, the 
marvels of their craft.” Too bad the pro- 
duction army back home cannot be ob- 
servers at the fronts where the products 
of their ingenuity, mechanical genius and 
industry are turned to such brilliantly 
effective use. 

It may also be worth remembering, with 
the greatest of all planetary giants thus 
drawn closely into the July pattern, that 
at the time of the eclipse last July (Leo 9), 
Jupiter conjoined Pluto in 7 Leo, a degree 
of “unquenchable faith.” Perhaps now, in 
these summer months of 1944, thgt un- 
quenchable faith may be justified. 

July should prove extremely active 
(after the possible paralysis or stalemate 
of the opening days) not only through the 
fluidity of planetary aspects, but because 
four planets change signs within a three- 
week span, Mercury changing twice. Mars 
moves into Virgo on the 11th, as Mercury 
shifts into Leo; Venus enters Leo on the 
16th (Sun moving into Leo as usual..on 
the 22nd) ; Jupiter enters Virgo late on the 
25th and Mercury follows suit on the 28th. 
Of these, the most important are of course 
* Mars and Jupiter. 

Mars in Virgo (especially with Saturn 
in Cancer) brings the problem of supply 
into the foreground of the strategic pic- 
ture; food should become even more a 
weapon of war than it is already. Shelter, 
clothing, nursing care, public health prob- 
lems, rehabilitation for the needy, become 
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the liberating armies, who have to 
disease as well as fumigate the earth to 
destroy its human “antibodies.” Per 

as vast an army of researchers and 
workers will be required as are needed ip 
fighting units. The Mars ingress into 
Virgo gives a foretaste of the problems to 
be tackled and solved on a vaster scale 
when Jupiter enters the 6th house sign, 
UNRRA should really get under way then, 
with the complex detail chores of putting 
its tremendous program into practical op- 
eration. 

There is an annular eclipse of the Sun 
on July 20th in 27° 22’ Cancer. The New 
Moon is unaspected but is part of a tight 
“bundle” type of chart with all ten planets 
between a wide trine of Uranus and Nep- 
tune, significant astrologically for its sug- 
gestion of terrific concentration of purpose 
and activity—those purposes, however, of 
broadest possible import to the world at 
large, as indicated by the enveloping 
Uranus and Neptune. The path of the 
Eclipse suggests increasing emphasis in 
succeeding months of the Pacific theatre 
of operations.* 


United States 


Domestic political issues hold the center 
of attention, as is to be expected of a Full 
Moon chart (July 5th) that falls between 
two great party conventions, In the figure 
for Washington Saturn is at the IC, only 
a degree past the cusp; the 10th house 
Moon indicates the intense popular inter- 
est focussed on the present and the prob- 
able next-term occupant of the White 
House. Just what rabbits the press will 
contrive to pull out of its overburdened 
hat, one cannot tell at this distance; 
Uranus is on the third cusp and so results 
will be both unpredictable and lively. 
Though the 4th house Saturn may help 
to keep vacationers at home, and home 
seems a pleasant (and safe) place to be 
(Venus close to the Sun in Cancer in the 
4th), the bold will find ways and means 
to travel, meeting strange fellow-travellers 
on the way or sharing accommodations in 
odd or novel, but always stimulating, com- 
pany. The conjunction of Jupiter and

For the Eclipse is at the MC at 96 degrees 
E. Longitude (on a degree that suggests the 
working cooperation between “natural forces 
and the outer achievements of social strue- 
ture”), a meridian that goes through central 
Siberia, western Mongolia, western China, the 
Irrawaddi region and Rangoon in Burma, 
the Andaman Islands in the Bay of Bengal 
and the western tip of Sumatra. 

The Eclipse is at the IC at 84 W. Longi- 
tude, through the Hudson Bay region in 
Canada (Southampton Island), the province 
of Ontario, our Great Lakes district and the 
middle western industrial area, notably De- 
troit (83W), industrial centers in Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Atlanta, Georgia, north- 
western Florida, then through the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Caribbean through the western 
tip of Cuba, near Havana, through Central 
America. The meridian transverses the 
whole Mosquito Coast of Nicaragua and 
passes through San Jose in Costa Rica, into 


tion performance, that is astrologically 
described by this magnificant Mars-Jupiter 
conjunction. 

The Full Moon highlights the nation’s 
radical Sun in 12%4° Cancer; Saturn is on 
radical Venus, applying also to Jupiter 
(Neptune in Libra being square to Venus 
at the same time). A sharp isolationism 
may be expected to come out into the open 
around this time, for the focus of attention 


the Pacific parallel the western coast of 
South America. 

The Eclipse is on the Ascendant on a line 
from 31, degrees E. Longtitude at the Equa- 
tor to 34 west at 60 degrees—through the 
bulge of western Africa, entering at the Gold 
Coast, through French West Africa, coming 
out at the southern tip of Morocco, past the 
Canary Islands and Madeira, through the 
Atlantic to and through the lower half of 
Greenland. 

The Eclipse is on the Descendant from 
174 West at the Equator, just short of the 
international dateline, to 137 West at 60 de- 
grees—Baker Island in the central Pacific 
through a point halfway between Midway and 
Hawaii, through Anchorage in Alaska and 
out at Mackenzie Bay and the Beaufort Sea. 
Southward the line extends through Samoa, 
the Cook Islands, and the vast blank spaces 
of the South Pacific. 
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is forced by these transits upon the na- 
tional" resources and how they should be 
expended, whether in narrow national in- 
terest (Saturn on Venus) or to rescue the 
world (Neptune). Though basic issues may 
be none too clear, there will be others as 
impassioned advocates of universal guilt 
for the present cataclysm, hence universal 
responsbility for healing the world’s ills, so 
far as American resources can help to do 
so. 

The eclipse of July 20th, in exact oppo- 
sition to the nation’s Pluto in the radical 
9th, emphasizes this factor of world com- 
mitment, especially when it is remembered 
that progressed Venus (the national 
wealth) is now conjunct natal Pluto, and 
also highlighted by the eclipse. This? is 
brought out further by the figure for this 
event for Washington, where the ephem- 
eral Venus and Pluto straddle the 4th cusp. 
Whether isolationist thought likes it or 
not, the national interest is inextricably 
tied up with the general sweep of world 
affairs. Venus is still further emphasized in 
the Lunation figure, being ruler of its 
Taurus Ascendant. Nevertheless, the com- 
plete concentration of planets below the 
horizon (between the cusps of the 2nd and 
6th) shows how strong is the preoccupa- 
tion with purely domestic or national af- 
fairs, though the position of the South 
Node alone in the upper hemisphere, aptly 
enough in the 9th house (and exactly con- 
junct radical Pluto) indicates how easily 
the nation could expose itself to very real 
hurt by withdrawing attention more des- 
perately needed now than ever before on 
affairs abroad. The national interest de- 
pends entirely upon healthy policy and 
watchfulness in international concerns. 
This is the most vulnerable spot in the 
chart —self-undoing or spiritual oppor- 
tunity—according to how this point of 
complete freedom is used. 


Great Britain 


The June Lunation figure for London had 
shown that country almost overpowered 
by the weight accumulating on the “tight 
little isle”; most of the weight was in the 
8th and 9th houses. By the Full Moon of 
July 6th, she has found her. bearings. The 
Cancer stellium rises, with Mercury on the 
Ascendant, and the Full Moon across the 
horizon of the chart. Extreme alertness to 
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the maintenance of secrecy and the control: 
of the surprise element is indicated by. the. 
position of Uranus on the 12th; Britain 
is the steward for a world’s resources 
(Pluto on the 2nd) and can send them 
forth with pride and confidence, as at- 
tested by the Jupiter-Mars conjunction on 
the cusp of the 3rd. 

The Eclipse figure for London is en- 
tirely eastern, with the Leo stellium rising. 
(Venus, Pluto, Mercury and Jupiter), the 
lunation itself falling in the 12th. Much 
that goes on behind the scenes will not be 
known, as is natural, though daring ob- 
jectives will be announced (Uranus in 
11th) and recklessly instrumefited (Mars 
in 2nd). 

Since Uranus is accented in the Eclipse 
chart for Vichy, a surprise liaison may 
emanate from that quarter; Mercury ex- 
actly rises in the chart for the puppet capi- 
tal of unhappy France. At least the Vichy- 
ites are ready to do business. 

Spain stands to gain from secret com- 
mitments; at the Eclipse, Saturn is on the 
12th for Madrid, Venus exactly rises and 
Jupiter holds the 2nd cusp. 

Algiers seems to function as a world 
clearing house, with Pluto rising in the 
eclipse chart and Mars at the 2nd cusp. 
Political developments in “New France” 
have to wait upon world rather than pure- 
ly national dispositions. 


Russia 


Russia could never have been more con- 
fident, nor more completely master of her 
share in the world situation, than at the 
Full Moon of July 6th. Mars and Jupiter 
are rising in the chart for Moscow; the 
Full Moon traverses the 11th and 5th, and 
though not all of her political commit- 
ments are clear (Mercury at the 12th), 
she is daring and outspoken in her ob- 
jectives, both military and diplomatic, for 
Uranus is on the 11th, 

Uranus dominates the wheel at the 
Eclipse of July 20th from the MC, its 
wide trine to Neptune close to the 2nd 
indicating an inexhaustible, rather than 
an exhausted, resource, The eclipse is in 
the heavily tenanted 11th where Mercury’s 
proximity to the 12th suggests that Rus- 
sia may continue her quiet unilateral dip- 
lomatic activities, to strengthen further the 
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dominating political position this chart in- 
dicates she enjoys.

the 12th. The world may not yet know 
what Turkey’s eventual stake is in greater 
participation, beyond what the 11th house 
Saturn and the negotiators may see fit to 
announce, but the Leo stellium in the 12th 
Suggests that it is considerable. 











Germany 






Germany is spiritually closer (and in 
some respects even worse off) to the Bal- 
kans, as indicated by the current charts. 








The Full Moon chart of July 6th is 
heavily weighted in the 9th, and secondari- 
ly in the 10th; this is in sharp contrast 
with the June lunation figure where all 
attention seemed to be centered on home 
waters or home affairs. The presence of 
Saturn at the 9th cusp and Pluto at the 
10th are strong indications of the extent 
of Japan’s engagements on distant battle- 
fields and seas far from home; the drain 
on her shipping goes on at an ever more 
alarming rate. Whether Pluto at the MC 
will effect a change in leadership, or pres- 
ent leaders win a blatantly publicized vote 
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of confidence (Mars, ruler, with Jupiter in 
the 10th), methods will be sharply revised 
(Uranus in the 8th) to meet the mounting 
emergency. 

In the Eclipse figure for Tokyo, the 
heaviest weight is in the 8th, with Saturn 
holding that cusp. Pluto is at the 9th and 
Mars near the MC. Japan is on the re- 
ceiving end, from this chart, and may be- 
gin to feel the weight of the Allied Air 
Arm coming ever closer to the home terri- 
tories, for Uranus is in the 7th house, with 
Mars moving towards its square. The 8th 
house Saturn and Eclipse indicate the cost 
to Japan in lives and treasure of ever 
bolder Allied offensives. 

Since Chungking had one of the most 
heavily accented Lunation figures on June 
21st, with Neptune dangerously close to 
the vulnerable 7th, and the New Moon 
exactly at the IC, the Full Moon chart is 
a most hopeful indication of this miracle- 
working nation’s power for self-redress. 
The Full Moon is angular, with Saturn 
and the Sun at the MC; Uranus in the 9th 
suggests greater accessibility and the use 
of ingenious methods in making communi- 
cations possible; Pluto is on the 11th, with 
Jupiter and Mars in the 11th rendering 
the whole outlook more hopeful. The 
swing of Neptune from the 7th to just 
above the Ascendant is less vulnerable, 
though it indicates how inexorably China 
must wait upon circumstances to improve 
her situation. Through long centuries of 
patient waiting, the Chinese have a gift 
for this kind of acceptance, however seri- 
ously her present ledders may view the 
critical importance of the summer’s, de- 
velopments. The Saturn-Neptune emphasis 
does indicate how, fast her time may be 
running out. 

The Full Moon chart for the Central 
Pacific shows Uranus very close to the 7th 
cusp, with Pluto at the 9th; the Full Moon 
accents the 2nd and 8th cusps. The fleet 
should be engaged in far-flung offensives 
and be as ready to accept any challenge as 
they are quick to offer it to Japan. From 
the record, this 7th house Uranus is more 
likely to be on the prowl than on the re- 
ceiving end; here may come the climax 
sought by the Ascendant Uranus at the 
preceding New Moon. 

The corresponding chart for the South 
Pacific area is as heavily accented, with 


Pluto at the MC, but Uranus on the cusp 
of the 8th; the Full Moon is close to the 
3rd and 9th cusps. The suggestion of the 
8th house Uranus is of a surprising merg- 
ing of forces, the direction of the Pacific 
pincers becoming ever clearer. Further ad- 
vances are indicated by the forces in this 
area, ever farther from the original jump- 
ing-off place. 

The eclipse charts-are completely west- 
ern for both Central and Southern Pacific; 
the Lunation is at the 7th, with Satum 
much nearer the cusp and the Leo planets, 
most notably Pluto, are in the 8th. This 
suggests rather a threat of potential strik- 
ing force than actual immediate engage- 
ment; Uranus at the 7th in the eclipse 
figure for the southern area, with Mars 
nearer the MC, suggests greater offensive - 
activity in the sectors controlled by Gen. 
MacArthur. 

In spite of the monsoon season, the cur- 
rent importance of the Burmese theatre 
cannot be overlooked, The Eclipse is ex- 
actly at the MC in the chart for nothern 
Burma, with Mars at the 11th and Nep- 
tune on the 12th. Both the command 
under Lord Mountbatten, based on Cey- 
lon, and the eastern Air Arm (American) 
based at Calcutta should be active in prep- 
aration for future operations for which 
control of Burma is essential and in cur- 
rent exploits making that control possible. 
Since eclipses do not “work” only in the 
month of the Lunation, this Midheaven 
emphasis should be ‘kept in mind (and the 
territories covered by the path of the 
eclipse) for dramatic developments in this 
sector as soon as the weather makes large- 
scale operations practicable. 


Latin-America 


The Cancer Ingress chart for Brazil— 
with Jupiter exactly rising and Uranus at 
the MC—make developments in this great 
country, both political and economic (Nep- 
tune on the 2nd) well worth watching. 
Within the framework of the month itself, 
the lunation figure stressed political re- 
shuffling and intensive material develop- 
ment, making the broadest possible use 
of pooled resources, such as lend-lease. The 
July 6th Full Moon chart shows this in- 
tensive program in process—great finan- 
cial possibilities being promised by the 
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current emergency (Pluto at IC) and the 
country benefiting in large measure by im- 
proved transportation, making the vast 
natural resources of the country more ac- 
cessible. The Eclipse figure for Brazil, with 
its rising Uranus, suggests a nationally 
self-conscious accomplishment of a scope 
to command the attention of the world. 
Brazil is coming up the power ladder very 
fast. 

The Full Moon chart for Argentina, 
with Jupiter and Mars at the cusp of the 
Sth, indicates a new confidence in diplo- 
matic relations. The weight in the 3rd and 
at the IC indicates that the South Ameri- 
can “bloc” may be bearing fruit. The 
Eclipse figure is similarly weighted, and 
the Lunation in the 3rd indicates the in- 
tensification of Argentina’s program for 
drawing those in her immediate sphere 
even closer together. 

The political changes in Chile which an 
MC Saturn promised at the June Luna- 
tion draw a good deal of public attention 
by the time of the Full Moon. The lights 
are on the meridian; the 3rd house Uranus 
promises a few surprises. Though the 
weight is on domestic concerns, Neptune 
is near enough to the cusp of the 7th to 
engage the puzzled attention of other na- 
tions who feel their interests also involved 
and Chile’s ambassadors are in a position 
to bargain (Jupiter-Mars in the Sth). In 
the eclipse chart, Pluto at the IC and 
Saturn on the 3rd seem to indicate that 
national interest, while an integral part of 
the developing world picture, still is placed 
first in Chilean administration of the Good 
Neighbor policy. She’s playing Wall with 
those “closest to home” and conservative 
policies rule her decisions. 

The Full Moon chart for Bolivia, with 
the Lights at the meridian, and Uranus 
suggesting drastic and unexpected change, 
bear out the promise of the previous Luna- 
tion, for a re-shuffle in the political leader- 
ship of this country. The chart suggests 
that the fundamental wishes of the people 
may find a fuller expression than hereto- 
fore; changes are likely to be social as well 
as political, perhaps providing a new base 
for greater future stability and well-being. 

Uranus is at the IC in the Full Moon 
chart for Mexico, where the heaviest 
planetary accent is on new enterprise and 
a stepped up production to meet world- 
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wide demands. The July eclipse, which is 
in the 4th, bears out the Uranian promise 
of profound changes in basic economy 
which ‘the faster pace of present-day in- 
dustrial development not only makes pos- 
sible, but imperative, if this rapidly grow- 
ing nation is to take her rightful place in 
the hemisphere and in the world. 

Most interesting of all the Eclipse fig- 
ures are those for Costa Rica and for 
Havana, Cuba. Here the eclipse falls ex- 
actly at the IC, with the vulnerable South 
Node at the meridian. Especially in the 
Havana figure, the five below-the-horizon 
cusps are closely accented; this is most un- 
usual—and while this “nether” emphasis 
indicates preoccupation with questions of 
national import, this area is so vital to 
hemisphere defense, that the attention of 
the world will most naturally be drawn to 
countries so vitally in the throes of pro- 
found change—economic, social and politi- 
cal. With Saturn on the 3rd, intervention 
of any sort would be most fiercely re- 
sented, though a good deal may be done 
through diplomatic representations of a 
truly disinterested and friendly nature 
(Jupiter at the Sth) to help Costa Rica 
(already in the news, with stories of spor- 
adic student revolts) and Cuba order their 
internal affairs.

of the disease of cancer itself. As Cancer

5. is governed by the wandering, 
changeable Moon, the planet that travels 
more and sees more in a month than most 
of the planets see in years, hence the sign 
Cancer partakes of these characteristics. 
But in spite of the rapid change of the

‘The face has a full moon effect especially 
if the Moon is near the Ascendant. The 
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Cancerian child is usually a very plump 
cherubic looking darling looking out: with 
eyes of wonder on the universe. The skin 
is rather pale. Later in life the Can- 
cerian, who naturally loves rich foods, 
tends to sallowness unless he is careful. 
The fat of the Cancerian, however, gives 
a totally different effect from that of the 
Taurean. The Taurean becomes phleg- 
matic and his skin appears greasy, while 
the Cancerian stays just as restless and 
active no matter how much fat he puts 
on. His fat has the puffy appearance of 
water underneath. 

The Cancerian shows emotion all the 
time whereas the Taurean shows stolidity. 
A Cancerian will suffer the greatest physi- 
cal discomfort, to get to the place he wants 
to while the Taurean will, with all his fat, 
rarely suffer discomfort, however much he 
wants to get to a place. The Cancerian, like 
the Taurean, loves to acquire many things, 
and will devote all his energies to getting 
these things, but not having as lucky a 
planet ruling him as the Taurean, he has 
to work harder for his gains and make 
more changes. 

As a sign Cancer is rarely beautiful. 
There is not the ability in the Moon, as 
with Mercury, to create classic lines, nor 
the ability, as with Venus, to form truly 
beautiful curves. If Cancer is beautiful it 
is because of the effect of some other planet 
which can work on the plasticity of the 
Cancerian flesh moulding it better than the 
Moon is able to do, e. g., Venus on a Can- 
cer Ascendant can produce some of the 
most beautiful women in the world. 

The skull of the Cancerian is somewhat 
large and rather flat at the top. The fore- 
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CANCER 
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ree 
head is often the most noticeable feature, 
having two large bulges on each side at 
the top, betokening hospitality, courtesy 
and good humor. The features are irregu- 
lar. The hair tends to be light in color and 
fine in texture but often lacks lustre and 
luxuriance. The eyebrows and eyelashes 
are not sharply defined. They are often 
of lighter color than the hair. The eyelashes 
however tend to curl. Sometimes the eye- 
brows meet but this is not so noticeable 
as with Scorpionians, whose eyebrows are 
nearly always dark and thick and gen- 
erally meet. 

The nose tends to be of the snub variety. 
The curves at the side of the nose are 
usually large and high, showing much 
power of imagination. 

The ears are often very flexible. The 
Cancerian boy often discovers, to the huge 
delight of all his young friends, that he 
can wiggle his ears and become a hero to 
them on that account. His ears do not 
as a rule grow as close to the head as the 
Venusian types but they rarely stick out 
as prominently as do some of the Sagit- 
tarians’ ears. Cancer is the solstitial sign 
when the Sun is nearest to the people in 
the Northern hemisphere. He was there- 
fore portrayed by many of the ancient peo- 
ples as a kindly god riding on a white ass, 
the emblem of humility and long-suffering. 
We sometimes find Cancer depicted in the 
old zodiacs as the ass instead of the crab. 

The walk of the Cancerian lacks the 
directness of Aries and the briskness of 
Leo. This is partly due to the natural 
timidity of the sign. The walk tends to 
partake of the sideways motion of the 
crab. A Cancerian child, unless he has over- 
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‘come his natural shyness, tends to cross 
the room’ towards a stranger whom his 
mother insists he must meet, not by a 
direct path, but by keeping as close to any 
pieces of furniture as he can.

W all planets in direct motion 


and five planetary sign changes, events 
should move rapidly this month. Mercury 
is in Cancer from the Ist to 11th when it 
enters Leo, and leaves that sign to enter 
Virgo on the 28th. Mars also changes signs 
on the 11th when it enters Virgo. Venus 
moves into Leo on the 16th with the Sun 
following into Leo on the 22nd and Jupi- 
ter moves into Virgo on the 25th. 
Important beginnings in world, national 
and personal affairs, in war, diplomacy, 
politics, production, industry, are shown 
by an unusual number of conjunctions and 
parallels, there being six of the former 
and eleven of the latter.

Venus meanwhile 
picks up the same threads, sextiling Nep- 
tune on the 18th, conjuncting Pluto on 
the 23rd and sextile Uranus on the 26th 
(going to the conjunction of Jupiter in 
August). Finally the Sun makes the same 
contacts to Neptune and Pluto on the 24th 
and 31st, with the sextile to Uranus and

conjunction to Jupiter in August. After the 
17th Mars disturbs the closely knit and 
smooth assimilation of forces by ending 
the month with a*square to Uranus. The 
conjunctions of Mercury, Venus, Sun, Mars 
and Jupiter early in the month show that 
every type of person or endeavor is grooved 
into new channels. Then the tempo is in- 
tensified by the parallels so that new and 
revolutionary factors are introduced, and 
the three conjunctions to Pluto, flanked by 
sextiles to Neptune and Uranus, bring 
worldwide opportunity, organized* and sta- 
bilized on profoundly different lines for 
future operation and growth. A new orbit 
of enterprise and labor may open for many 
peoples in many lands. 

The conjunction of Mars and Jupiter 
is an important milepost of the year.

In the U. S. chart 
for this aspect, Leo rises with the con- 
junction in the Ist house, and the Sun, 
ruler of the chart, in the 11th house con- 
junct Venus and Mercury. The degree 
influence suggests military honors, public 
prominence, brilliant social life, great dis- 
play, superior knowledge. The careers of 
doctors, photographers, commentators, 
actors and astrologers may be particularly 
high-lighted. The social and display fea- 
tures may tend toward gambling, alcohol- 
ism, immorality. Falling in the 1st house 
of this chart, it shows aggressive pursuit 
of any goal, in which attraction or am- 
tipathy may stand out forcibly. Contro-

In ordinary circumstances, none. of the 
developments would bother you, for 
are strong only when you are carrying the 
burdens of others, when you are playing 
“mamma or papa” to your group.

center of the insecurity is likely to be in 
the home or base of business, in family 
relationships, property holdings, new 
foundations of all kinds, and ultimately 
in your inner home, your “soul.” Your 
family duties or ties may seem like iron 
weights holding you down, or they may be- 
come the all-important dictators of your 
destiny; you may feel unappreciated, too 
suspicious of deception in some cases, too 
credulous in others, 


and Neptune, you should keep in mind 
that there is a limit on your energy. Vi- 
tality is usually low when Saturn passes 
over the Sun; you need more rest, more 
relaxation. Plenty of sunshine, vitamins 
and sleep are in order; diet should be su- 
pervised with care, for worry, or other 
emotional strain is likely to result in di- 
gestive disorders.

Editor’s Note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month, It will be noted 
that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact that the time of moonrise 
moves forward approximately 50° per day and therefore during each month there will be a period 
during which this lunar day carries through from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second 
mcceeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more likely to occur at the time of 
moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various Standard Time Zones. 
For all practical purposes the time given herewith, n changed to local Standard Time, may be 
accepted for any locality in the United States. The time given is Eastern Standard Time; read 
as is for Central War Time; subtract one hour for Mountain War Time; subtract two hours 


for Pacific War Time.

sion in the prices of stocks. On account of 
the activities of certain special pressure 
groups, which have arisen out of war con- 
ditions, the prices of stocks are being held 
at an unusually steady level. It is believed 
that certain great business concerns which 
take in many thousands of ‘dollars per 
week have standing orders at the brokers’ 
offices to buy stocks at or near current 
market prices. Their position on the 
market is such as to cause a fairly even 
trend, beneath which appears to be some- 
thing like a steady boost, owing to most 
orders being on the buying side. This flow 
of capital is due to great accumulations 
under modern conditions of business status. 
But soon after July 4, 1944, it is believed 
this steady sustaining pressure that is sup- 
posed to be exerted by some very great 
capitalistic expansions will largely subside, 
for a few weeks, at least. 

The expected dip should be pretty strong 
soon after the first part of July, yet with a 
very respectable rally up near July 15th or 
17th. However, still lower prices may 
then be expected and I would not com- 
mence buying up paper for the long swing 
any time in July, 1944. 

As I have mentioned several times be- 
fore, war conditions appear to cause a sort 
of smoothing out of the market trend. 
There is a sort of “lag” or inertia which 
tends to mask some of the expected move- 
ments. However, the trend is very seldom 
long on any one level. I expect a down- 
ward turn-about in July. 


Weekly Trend 


For the weekly movement of the indus- 
trial averages in July, 1944, the following 
description of the originally charted fore- 
cast is about the clearest that can well be 
made in the midst of a devastating war. 


L. H. Weston 


First day of July, 1944, rather lower 
than last part of June, but on 3rd or Sth 
some rallying influences, though around 
the 8th somewhat lower. 

On July 10th, considerable buoyancy at 
first, but soon a steady decline sets in until 
about Saturday, the 15th, when a rally may 
be expected. 

Week of July 17th to 22nd begins about 
the strongest rally of the month, but the 
expected mid-summer decline soon tips the 
trend downward, though Saturday, July 
22nd, may show some buoyancy. 

July 24th to 29th begins strong and 
steady, but immediately turns reactionary 
and mostly downward, yet near the middle 
of the week a rally of short duration may 
occur. Last days lower or with only feeble 
rallies.

aspects completed by the sun are parallels 
—to Saturn on July 7th, to Mercury on 
the 10th, to Uranus on the 11th and to 
Venus on the 17th. The sun then sextiles 
Neptune on the 24th and moves to con- 
junct Pluto in 8° 20.6’ Leo at 12:22 p.m. 
EST on July 3lst. 


Mercury 


Mercury moves from 8° 50’ Cancer on 
July 1st into Leo on the 11th, then enters 
Virgo on the 28th, reaching 4° 25’ of that 
sign at the end of the month. Mercury 
conjuncts Venus at 2:18 p.m. EST on July 
2nd in 12° 18’ Cancer. Mercury then 
parallels Pluto.on July 6th, Venus on the 
8th, Saturn on the 9th and Uranus on the 
10th. A sextile to Neptune is completed 
on the 11th, followed by a conjunction 
with Pluto at 5:50 a.m. EST on the 15th 
in 7° 53’ Leo. Mercury then sextiles 
Uranus on the 17th and is occulted by the 
Moon at 8:05 p.m. EST on the 21st in 
19° 21’ Leo. A parallel with Jupiter is 
formed on the 27th and a conjunction with 
Jupiter at 6:47 a.m. EST on July 29th in 
0° 43’ Virgo. 


Venus 


Venus moves from 10° 20’ Cancer into 
Leo on the 16th and reaches 18° 29 
Leo on July 31st. Venus parallels Saturn 
on the 10th and forms the same aspect to 
Uranus on the 13th. The sextile to Nep- 
tune on the 18th is followed by an occulta- 
tion by the Moon at 2:37 p.m. EST on 
July 20th in 4° 27’ Leo. Venus then con- 
juncts Pluto in 8° 07’ Leo at 1:51 p.m. 
EST on the 23rd. The final Venus aspect 
of the month is the sextile to Uranus on 
July 26th. 


Mars 


Mars transits from 23° 23’ Leo to 12° 
24’ Virgo during July, entering Virgo on 
the 11th. Mars forms four aspects in 
July, the important conjunction with Jupi- 
ter in 25° 59.5’ Leo at 7:45 a.m. EST on 
the Sth, the parallel to Jupiter on the 6th, 
the sextile to Saturn on the 17th and the 
square to Uranus on the 3st. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter moves from 25° 12’ Leo on July 
Ist into Virgo at 11:58 p.m. EST on July
